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Paris, Feb. 14.—The Jours Gras have 
vrought no public festivity or street fun. The 
people seem to have lost all interest in the ear- 
nival fétes; and yet the sun came to gild the 
Beene for the first time in many days. The 
balls at the Opéra, the Continental Hotel, and 
the Hétel de Ville were overcrowded, and every 
one appeared to try to have a good time and 
forget political care and the waroutlook. All 
the theatres have given daily matinée perform- 
ances, and schoolboys have filled the auditori- 
ums. 

The only real sensation has been the visit of 
the Prince of Wales. He always manages to 
put another seal to his popularity by being es- 
sentially Parisian. He went to see “ La Tosca,” 
and had aninterview with Mme. Bernhardt in 
her drassing room. He dined or breakfasted 
With the Ambassador, of course, with the Count 
and Countess de Pourtalés, the Marquis de Gal- 
lifet, and) other celebrities of the ex-Imperial 
world; he went to 5 o’clock teas, and accepted 
a@ sketch representing the Prince at the head of 
his Hussar regiment. He went to ali the best 
Testaurants and to see Judic and Granier, who 
were also honored by bis visit to their loges, 
So, altogether, Paris again says that le Prince 
is a joliy good fellow. 

The Mirliton exhibit is seen to better ad- 
vantage in an artistic sense at the Petit Gal- 
lery than it was in the smaller and darker rooms 
of the club. There are 232 pictures and 32 
pieces of statuary. In both there are innumera- 
ble portraits. Thisis probably unavoidable in 
club exhibitions, Moreover, it must be added 
that artists seem to run -+to portraits. The best 
thing in sculptureisa terre cuite by St. Mar- 
ceaux, representing the head of aschoolboy. It 

is a gem. 

Taking the paintings in the alphabetical order 
of the catalogue, Adan moves in the prescribed 
modern atiiction of peasant life. A girl stands 
hear a hayrick, her implements close at hand, 
in the fullsunlight. She looks down at her blue 
apron strings, which she seems to be tying. Her 
profile stands out against the dark foliage of 
some fir trees, 

Aublet has a very good child study and a fine 
portrait ofa lady with white hair. The back- 
ground is brushed in green. The dress is of very 
siznple black lace over black with a wide bunch 
of violets at the waist. It is well drawn, and 
the hands are beautiful. 

Benjamin Constant is seen almost at his best 
\in a bewildering fantasiaat Tangier. The color- 
‘ing and composition are wonderful. A Pasha 
and his suite stand with their backs toward you 
amid groups of natives. Aleng the sand 
near the sea are the flying horsemen brandish- 
ing their guns. Not only is the local coloring 
and atmosphere closely observed, but the pecul- 
iar vim and enthusiasm of the scene is con- 
veyed. His moonrise at Tangier is in another 
keynote, plaintive, silent, and taysterions, with 
its single veiled figure sitting on a stone para- 
pet. 

Bonnat shows the strongest portrait in the ex- 
hibition. M. Falguiére is not a handsome man 
in the pretty sense, but without knowing him 
you feel the likeness to be absolute, aside from 
its great artistic merit. 

Bouguereau has a charming picture in his 
best style. He calis it ** Butterfly Love.” A 
child holds a butterfly in the left hand and vain- 
ly tries to steady iton the right arm. The face 
is exquisite, and the limbs, hands, and feet are 
perfect. The figure is sitting ou the stone wall 
of a well with quite large surroundings of foliage 
aud incident, forming one of the artist’s capital 
works. 

Boulet de Monvel has a fine portrait, too, of 
Mille. Qudlay of the Frangais. The drawing is 
perfect and the general treatment close and 
sober. 

’ Drouillet’s portrait of Mile. Darland is inferior. 

Cabanel sends twe portraits—one a very good 
one and a second one far below his average. 
Both of them are female figure, without any dis- 
tinctive novelty in dress or attitude. 

Clairin shows an illustrative picture of two 
rather good-locking women in old-fashicned, 
fine lady dress, sitting on their diminutive 
trunks awaiting the departure of a boat. 

Comerre does not come out wellin his two 
portraits, this year. 

Carvlus Duran has a vigorous one of Alphonse 
Karr. 

Courant’s single picture of a smallsunlit vil- 
lage on the other side of a seaport at low tide 
is delightful. 

Dagnan, whe no longer signs Bouveret, is not 
up to his usual standard of excelience, either in 
& portrait orin the head of a Breten peasant, 
but the latter is better than the former. Like 
Henner, Dagnan seems to run to heads, right and 
left profiles or full faces. 

Delort sends a pretty subject—an elopement 
ina postehaise. The background is especially 
appropriate and attractive. 

Dubure shows a sketch of the ceiling of the 
large foyer of the Comédie and a small double- 
panel of a house in Aunonprie which is pretty. 

Froming has two portraits nicely worked out 
and effective. 

Géroéme sends an inferior portrait and a very 
good picture ‘of a carpet merchant at Cairo. The 
grouping and composition of the latter are mar- 
yelous and the coloring is good. The fore- 
ground is filled with rugs thrown here and 
there. Over a stone balcony is hung a large 
article undergoing examination. Each figure is 
a study and yetall play into one subject and 
hold together. it is the best picture Géréme 
has exhibited in some time. 

Heilbuth is not well served this time by his 
poetical inspiration. 

Jacquet’s picture is frightful 

Maurice Leloir has returned to oils with all 
his usual grace and finish. 

.Le Foitevin his two delightful landscapes, 

one showing a field of thistles against the sea 

and the other a scarcely defined’ road over hills 
amid a wealth of ferns. 

Lesrel exhibts his’ usual costumes, fine furni- 
ture and bric-é-brac dene even better than in 
hature, : 

Meissonier has a marvelous man figure play- 
ing on a guitar; aiso the head of a young girl, 
Which is better than anything of the same kind 
be has yot attempted. 

Monchablon, even, has signed two portraits, 
neither half as good as his usual werk. 

Aime Morot’s picture loses in the exhibition. 

Rochegrosse comes out with far less eccen- 
tricity and much more charm than usual ina 
half-nude female figure reclining on the stone 
step of a marble basin, holding up ever her 
head a pink gauze ecarf. The coloring and fas- 
cinating charm of the composition are most at- 
tractive. 

Areos has a very funny scene, admirably 
Treated both in composition and execution. Hie 
calls it “Toute uve Affaire,” A child bas 
brought to a blacksmith inadingy stone room 
with huge, iron instruments, and all black soot 
and dirt, @ tiny, red-painted, weoden wagon. 
He wants to have the wheel mended. The old 
man really wishes to doit for the youngster, 
who stands like a littie man awaiting the ver- 
dict “to be or not to be,” but his big, clumsy 
fingers can hardly hold the toy. A third figure,

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the smith’sa assistant, locks on with evident 
amusement and keen interest. 

Jules Stewart has two fair portraits. 

The best thing in the exhibition is a small 
painting by Edelfelt, representing two dress- 
makers, the artist says, only they are working 
en white cotton goods. Snow whitens the 
ground outside the window and gives its effect 
indvors. A blonde girl is pushing her needle 
through a hem with some anxiety while listen- 
ing to the remark of a brunette, whose profile is 
almost lost to you. Her hands are just finishing 
& knot in her thread. The effect of the pict- 
ure is in the atmosphere and the growing fun of 
the expression in the cheek and corner of the 
mouth of the face you scarcely see. No finer 
possibility of expression could be realized, and 
as you look you have to join in the mirth. 

At the early hour of 9:30 every painter celeb- 
rity was on hand, not lostas in the big Salon 
rooms previous to varnishing day, but quite at 
home among the small common herd of press- 
men and industrious amateurs. Meissonier 
and Géréme were in active converse and ges- 
ticulation avout everybody’s pictures but their 
own. Heilbuth walked majestically about. 
Gervex, Detaille, Aime, Marot, Albert Wolff, 
Stevens, and Constant sesined to be as anxious 
to look as if it wereallnew. Amongthe out- 
siders who came only to see what les auires 
avaient sortis were Boldini, Marcius Simons, 
Duez, and anumber of long-haired artists belong- 
ing to the undetined impressionist school. 

Atthe Eden Theatre the ever popular “ Fille 
de Madame Angot” again made her bow, with 
the union of the two great divas, Judic and 
Granier. Everybody knows the score and the 
slender story even backward, and all the audi- 
ence wanted to hear and see was the two 
stars. There has been introduced a new dance 
for Granier, who studies the situation with Laus. 
There are a@ great many more people on the 
stage thanis usual to operettas, because the 
theatre is large. The scenery is all new, 
and the costumes are very luxurious, Those of 
Judic were made by Felix; those of Granier 
were created by Laferriére, and the rival houses 
tried their best to be novel in the Incroyable 
period. Granier’s white satin cut up to the 
waist, with a garland of orange blossoms follow- 
ing the outline, is picturesque, and her ftisher- 
woman’s dress brought down the house. Judie’s 
first appearance as Mile. Lange was a disap- 
pointment. Her costume is heavy, in spite of a 
pale pink peplum fixed to the shoulder with dia- 
T¥ond pins. The stage setting is marvelous, 
the second scene especially with its bal- 
cony at the back and giass gallery where 
groups of Muscadins and Merveilleuses talk and 
dance. The celebrated waltz was thrice re- 
peated, and then ended because the dancers 
were tired out. The third act was as well ar- 
ranged as the two previous ones. The ball of 
Calypso was full of movement, fun, and frolic, 
and it was here that Granier made her début as 
adancer. Judic’s peasant dress of fine striped 
silk made a sensation, and the Enguelade duet 
brought the wild enthusiasm of the first night to 
a climax. Such a female cast has never been 
given to the score before. The male side is 
weak by contrast. The hit was made by Granier. 
Judie’s pretty little ways and tender modula- 
tion and ladylike suggestiveness were often lost 
to a large portion of the audience, who were too 
far off to takeit allin, Granier’s style is bolder, 
broader, and coarser. In fact, the house was 
packed, The operetta was sung nearly twice 
over. The prices of Eden seats are nearly 
double, and there are none te be had even then 
before three or four weeks. 
succes. 

This will serve to console M. Lecocq for the 
serious echee of the vaudeville operetta at the 
Nouveautés called “ La Voliére.” The music plays 
asecond role, it is true, and the gossips say 
that Lecocq was very reluctant to produce this 
work, and that it was only brought to light by 
the authors of the libretto, Messrs. Nuitter and 

3eaumont, who first tried the Menus Plaisirs. 
The musical numbers are not half bad. They 
are not original, but that is an almost lost 
and forgotten quality in this style of composi- 
tion. It is hard lines when the story of an opera 
bouffe is bad enough to ruinits representation, 
and such is the case with “La Voliére.” A pretty 
waltz might have saved a failure had not all 
the rest been stupid to excess. The tiresome 
intrigues of the Grand Duke Sosthenes are not 
worth repeating, even were they comprehensi- 
ble. Albert Brasseur, manager and actor, used 
the best efforts of the latter to shield the former, 
and Mile. Lardinois tried te be fascinating and 
to make the most of her very small vocal possi- 
bilities. Butit wasall to no purpose, and the 
curtain fell amid indifference and protestation.

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HISCOCK NOW A CANDIDATE 


BUT BUIAINE’S SINCERITY IS8 
GENERALLY DOUBTED. 
SURE TO ACCEPT A UNANIMOUS NOMI- 

NATION—PHELPS TALKING FOR HIS- 
COCK—THE BUILDING PORK BARREL. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—There are some 
echoes to-day of the talk of yesterday over 
Blaine’s Florence letter, but the purport of the 
opinions is about the same. The friends of Mr. 
Blaine who believe that he will be the candidate 
notwithstanding his declaration that his name 
will not be presented to the National Conven- 
tion, still insist that it will greatly strengthen 
him as a candidate, while at tie same time they 
resent any suggestion thatit was not intended 
as a sincere letter, conveying the writer’s wish 
to be dropped from consideration as the stand- 
ard bearer. Itis difficult to make anybody who 
is a zealous partisan of Blaine see the inconsist- 
ency of these interpretations of the letter and 
they absolutely refuse to understand that a 
serious effort to make it look like a letter of re- 
fusal can possibly strike any one humorously. 
Not a few of the strong Blaine men, who at first 
read the letter with satisfaction, are amazed at 
the gratification which it appears to give to some 
ot the Pennsylvania Republicans. To some of 
these gentlemen, from a State hitherto regarded 
as the Blaine stronghold, the release from Blaine 
appears to be as much of a relief as the 
lifting off of a galling yoke. To the Virginia 
Republicans, whe do not care much for Blaine, 
the letter is also gratifying, for they are likely 
to train with Mahone for Sherman. To the 
Western men who, with Allison, accept the let- 
ter as a genuine declination, the removal of 
Blaine is regarded as assuring to Allison the 
support of all the States west of Ohio except 
Tilinois, and including the States of the Pacific 
coast. Illinois finds in the letter encouragement 


for Cullom, whose physical resemblance to Lin- 
coln and extraordinary popularity in_ his State 
are expected to make him an attractive candi- 
date to the disbanded Blaine band. 

While these Western booms are being started 
a@ remark dropped in private conversation by 
Mr. William Walter Phelps has opened the ears 
of the Sherman, Allison, and Cullom men with 
a snap, and caused the Hawley contingent from 
the far East to raise its ears in astonishment. 
Mr. Phelps is quoted as saying to a Southern 
man who asked his opinion about the meaning 
of Blaine’s letter and its probable effect in the 
advaucement of other candidates, that it was 
altogether probable that Senator Hiscock of 
New-York would become the legatee of Biaine, 
and that he would go into the National Convep- 
tion with New-York, New-Jersey, and all the 
other Eastern and Middle States ex- 
cept Connecticut behind him. This report 
has made Mr. Hiscock important 
factor in politics. If he was aware 
of any vlun on the part of the Blalne men to 
take him up instead of the Maine Knight it 
would account for his modesty and reticence 
when asked by correspondents to say what he 
thought Mr. Blaine meant by his letter. But 
Mr. Hiscock’s chances for a nomination are cer- 
tainly not smaller than were those of Garfield 
s¢ven years ago. Many Republicans regard him 
as &@ Wan whom they could support quite as cor- 
dially as they supported Garfield. There is a 
growing impression here among tnen who are 
not well acquainted with tbe feeling of 
the Empire State that Hiscock would prove 
anextremely popular candidate. His election as 
Senator, they say, Showed that he could com- 
mand the support, personal and otherwise, of 
business men who recognized the fact that 
politics isan expensive business. Already one 
hears Republicans declaring that with Hiscock 
as a candidate, the party could carry New-York 
against both Cleveland and Hill. Since his 
election as Senator, Mr. Hiscock has_ been re- 
garded as a man of good luck, and the Republic- 
ans are not less averse to candidates who carry 
xood luck with them than are those Democrats 
who feel a degree of complaeency about Mr. 
Cleveland for the reason that he has been so 
lucky as to seem almost invincible. 

To those Blaine men who have heard the sug- 
gestion made that Blaine has declined to be a 
candidate because he does not.regard the 
chances of an election as good as they were four 
years ago, the repetition of the suggestion is 
about as exasperating a proposition as can be 
uttered. In replying to it they refer to the fact 
that Mr. Blaine’s letter is in large part given up 
to showing why the Republicaus must win in 
1888, and they are as faithful in insisting upon 
regarding Blaine as a prophet as they have been 
in characterizing him as a statesman. 

It looks to-day as if the result of the publica- 
tion of Blaine’s letter would be to encourage all 
the aspirants for the Presideney to make heroic 
efforts to enlarge their respective followings, 
go into the National Convention for a dozen 
candidates, and then, perhaps, under the in- 
spiration of the Kansas and California hurrah, 
break for Blaine and nominate him by, acclama- 
tion on the first ballot. All of his friends agree 
that he would not refuse a nomination under 
these circumstances.

before the close of the session. The long argu- 
ment recently made by Gen, Wilson stirred up a 
good deal of interest among the members of the 
committee and it 1s now being printed so that 
they can give it careful study. Gen. Wilson 
puts his pie mace in the shape of an amend- 
ment to the present inter-8tate commerce law, 
which calls for an unqualified prohibition of the 
shipments referred to. Some ofthe committee- 
men may not be disposed to go to extreme 
lengths in the matter, but itis believed that a 
majority will report in favor of some sort of 
plan by which American railroads will be pro- 
tected from the competition of Canadian roads, 
which the committee is assured is a dangerous 
menace to the welfare of the American lines. 


The House Committee on Ways and Means, to 
which was referred Mr. Mills’s bill to provide 
for the purchase of United States bonds by the 


Secretary of the Treasury, to-day reported the 
bill back to the House with a recommendation 
thatit pass. The committee says in its report 
that the act of March 3, 1881, authorizes the 


‘Seeretary to apply the surplus money in the 


Treasury to the purchase or redemption of 
bonds, but as this provision is contained in an 
annual appropriation bill, doubts have been 
entertained as to the authority of the Secretary 
now to parchase bonds, and as his authority has 
been questioned, and the matter is of such grave 
importance, he has declined to purchase bonds 
under its provisions. No Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, since the enactment of the law, has ever 
purchased any bonds under it. The committee, 
therefore, has deemed it proper to remove the 
question out of the domain of doubt, and con- 
sequently report the present bill favorably.

BuFFALo, Feb. 14.—Sufficient time has 
not elapsed since the appearance of Blaine’s let- 
ter to allow the Republican sentiment in this 
section to crystallize. In the Thirty-second and 
Thirty-third Congressional Districts are to be 
found a few men who believe that Blaine was 
the life as well as the head of the Republican 
Party, and now that he declines to be a candi- 
date they predict the death ef the party. With 
the exception of these all agree that there is 
plenty of available waterial in the party yet. 
There is a great diversity of opinion as to the 


best selection. One hears much talk of Chaun- 
cey M. Depew. If it were thought possible to 
force him into the race, there can be little doubt 
of a strong following for bim here.

No one seems to think of 
Allison, and even Conkling stands in the row of 
men that Republicans here are looking at as 
good men to select. .

THEIR LIVES CRUSHED OUT 


AN APPALLING AOCOIDENT IN 
BROOKLYN. 

FOUR KILLED AND MANY INJURED BY 
THE FALLING OF PART OF AN 
ELEVATED RAILROAD STRUCTURE. 

An appalling accident occurred on the un- 
finished Broadway branch of the Union Elevated 

Railroad Company of Brooklyn yesterday. The 

time was 9:45 A. M. and the scene was between 

Ellery and Fayette streets, a point reached by 


the construction gang of the iron contractors, J. 


B. & J. M. Cornell. 

With scarcely a moment’s warning, a mass of 
iron and machinery, having an estimated weight 
of 30 tons, crashed into the street when a street 
car was passing on the level Fails below and 
vehicles and horses were neag by, and scores of 
persons were at work in the stores and offices or 
walking over the side flags. Many employes 
were carried down in the collapse. Three per- 
sons were killed outright, and as many horses, 
and nearly a score of human beings were injured, 
and two were at the point of death last night. 
Precisely a similar mishap, without the same 
deadly effects, happened quite recently on the 
Flatbush-avenue pranch, under different con- 
tractors. Yesterday the police arrested the 
Superintendent, principaily on the supposition 
that he was criminally negligent, and locked him 
in a cell of the nearest police station, not- 
withstanding his declaration that nobody could 


be blamed. The Coroner will prebably fix the 
responsibility. 


In building the Broadway branch the work is 
being done on conventional lines. Excavationa 
are firat made at the curb line, about 60 feet 
apart. Concrete filling and stone blocks are put 
in. Square angle-iron uprights are planted 22 
inches below the street level and securely anch- 
ored after being plumbed. The uprights tower 
according to grade, and at the point of the acci- 
cident measure 33 feet. Four-foot girders of 
riveted wrought-iron plates are bolted to the 


tops of corresponding uprights. They measure 
45 feet across at this point, and are fitted with 
top and bottom seats to hold the longi- 
tudinal girders, which are constructed in 
the same manner as the cross-girders de- 
scribed. The longitudinal girders, however, 
are GO feet long, and weigh between 
five and six tons each. The top and bottom 
have extension pieces of angle-iron, and meas- 
ure 13 inches across. The ends are made to lap 
over tbe cross-girder seats, where they are fixed 
with wrought-iron bolts 24 inches long by 7%. of 
an inch thick, fastened with screw nuts. Four 
of these big longitudina) girders are fitted into 
each section, and on them the wooden cross-ties 
tor the car rails are laid. Before the work has 
advanced that far, however, the long longituai- 
nal girders are firmly braced with angle-iron. 
There are separate gangs employed by the tron 
contractors, 

It was the gang employed to place the girders 
that met with misfortune. John Schafter, 
who has been with the Messrs. Corneli for many 
years, was in charge of it. He was down onthe 
sidewalk superintending the shifting of the con- 
struction rig toa new section. ‘he rig consists 
of a steam hoisting apparatus which is on a 
mammoth platform car, having six proad 
wheeis, running on portable “travelers.” Two 
pouderous ‘grasshopper’ derricks had been 
placed on the adjacent section, ana the rig 
was being propelled forward to a convenient 
point for the operation of the derricks. Four mer, 
with chock blocks, were ahead of the rig, ready 
to stop it when ordered. Charles Schaifer, a son 
of the Superintendent, wasin the engine room 
in charge of the gypsy rope. Other men were 
working on the girders. Apparently every- 
thing was secure, at least so the Superintendent 
told a reporter afterward. The steam escaped 
from the rig boiler with a loud, hissing noise 
which frightened horses in the street. A team 
attached to a lumber wagon balked, and the 
driver got off to lead them. A street ear going 
to the ferry rolled by, and Reid-avenne car No, 
117 came along bound for East New-York. It 
had few passengers aboard. It was the fifth 
trip. The regular driver, Michael MecCurley, 
made four trips and went home. His place was 
taken by an extra man, Thomas Thompson. He 
was glad to get the job his fellow-workers say. 
Butcher Fink’s cart boy ‘drove up before the 
shop and leaped to the sidewalk. 

It was at this moment that Policeman Mul- 
doox, whose attention had been attracted by 
the balking horses and the commotion over- 
head, saw the massive iron section sway back- 
ward ané forward in conjunction with the iron 
uprights, and he had barely uttered a cry of 
warning to those in peril when down tumbled 
the whole mass into the street. The concussion 
was felt by persons blocks away, and in less 
time than it takes to write it everybody, it 
seemed, in the vicinity was as bear to the wreek 
as possible. A great white cloud of steam hid 
the débris from sight and nobody could tell the 
awful nature of the accident for some minutes. 
Then men and women, shrieking and groaning, 
ran and staggered out of the cloud of steam and 
suggested the tragic nature of the casualty. If 
there remained auy doubts as to the serious 
character of the collapse they were quickly dis- 
pelled by the cries of the wounded in the wreck. 

The wind blew away the cloud of steam and 
revealed a sight that made strong men faint. 
Dead and injured were in plain sight, and 
human beings were pinned down by timbers 
andiron. The Reed-avenue car was demolished 
beyond repair, so was the butcher's cart, and 
the horses had been crushed, while several men 
were hardly recognizable as such. 

Hundreds of volunteers hastened to the rescue 
after the first wave of excitement had passed, 
but nothing like organized and systematic work 
Was done until Sergt. Richard Smith summoned 
the reserves of four police precincts and Fire 
Chief John Smith arrived on the spot with four 
crews. ‘The derrick ropes were stretched about 
the fatal spot and only lowered when the hos- 
ea rattled up for the dead and in- 

ured. 

It was some time afterward that a list of the 
killed and maimed was obtained. It is as fol- 
lows:

Charles Kirchner, 30 years, of 1,890 Fulton-street; 
of the construction gang. He leaves a wife and four 
childggn. His half-brother, August Hartman, iden- 
titied the distigured remains, 

Patrick Clark, also of the construction gang. He 
lived in Pearl-street, this city. 

Thomas ‘Thompson, 24 years, of 409 Decatur-street. 

Mathew Mindon, 27 years, of 249 Meserole-street, 
a baker. He was on the front piatform of a street 
car, and sustained a compound fracture of the left 
leg besides internal injuries. He was taken to the 
St. Catharine Hospital unconscious, and died there 
late in the evening, 

INJURED. 

John Freel, 29 years, of 349 East Thirteenth. 
street, this city. He was removed to the hospital 
unconscious and is likely to die from a fractured 
skull. He was in the street car. 

Jacob Bender, 36 years, of 47 Bedford-street, this 
city; of the construction gang, leg and wrist 
fractured. He was taken to the Kastera Distriot 
Hospital 

Wiliam Nichols, 30 years, of 431 East Seventy-- 
attr treet, this city, a gang man, sustained scalp 
wound, 

Thomas Gaffney, 28 years, of 308 East Eighth- 
atreet, this city, sprained ankle and bruised. He 
Was 4 gang man, 

John Dunn, 27 years, of 308 East Eighth-street, 
had a shoulder dislocated. 


Charles Posburg, of 200 Navy-street, was hurt in 
the back. 


William Davidson of 33 Gold-street, this city, was 
axe internally, and removed to Si. Catharine Hos- 
pital. 

John Mehan, 2 years, of De Kalb-avenue and 
Broadway, lacerations; taken to the same hospital. 

Edward Pietig, 38 years, of 435 East Sixteenth- 
street, this city, lacerated face. 

Mary Young, 17 years, of 1,988 Bergen-street, a 


passenger, shock and contusion; not serious, and 
went home. 


John Petterson, Civil Justice-elect of the Second 
District, Williamsburg. living at 248% Stockton- 
street, escaped from the street car with a scalp 
wound. This is his second railroad accident, 

Charles Schaffer of 629 .Ninth-street, son of 
Superintendent, right leg bruised. 

It was not until the middle of the afternoon 
that Broadway was opened for traffic, and the 
thoroughrage was crowded with people all day. 
Coroner Lindsay was promptly notified, and ar- 
ranged to hold the inquest to-morrow evening. 
It was on his suggestion that Superintendent 
Schatier was arrested and held to bail pending 
the inquiry. At the station house Schaffer said 
that he could not explain the accident—it was 
incomprehensible to him. The longitudinal gird- 
ers were placed and bolted to the top rails Mon- 
day, and everything was made snug before the 
shift of the working rig was attempted. He 
saw the girders bolted, but they were not ready 
for bracing, ana that work is done by another 
gang. 

Jacob Dachmann of 270 Ellery-street was on 
the spot looking fora job. His opinion is that 
the wheels of the construction rig mounted the 
chock blocks and caused the girders to ‘*buckel.” 
Schaffer’s attention was called to this theory, 
but he said it coula not be because he was look- 
ing at the chock block men at the time and there 
was not momentum enough to send the rig upon 
the blocks, 

William Nichols, one of the injured gang men, 
told a TimMrEs reporter that he felt the swaying 
motion while the rig car was going forward. 
Charles Schaffer said that the uprights wefe 
never permanently fastened until the plumb 
gang came along. In the meantime they are 
spiked in place. This was patent to anybody 
who visited the scene of the accident 
and inspected the supporting columus. 
One of the uprights near the broken section 
was so far out of line yesterday afterroon

MARDI GRAS IN NEW-ORTEANSA 


REX ENTERS THE CITY WITH. A BRILL-- 
IANT FOLLOWING. 
Nrw-Ortrans, Feb. 14.—With the ther-/ 
mometer at 68°,and the sky unflecked by a’ 
single cloud, the weather was all that could be, 
desired to-day. For the seventeenth time Rex, 
resumed his dominion over the Crescent City, |. 
and on the féte day of Mardi Gras treated his 
subjects to a glimpse of his pageant. This time 
the poetic ruler selected flowers to be imperson- 
ated by his carnival followers in the parade. 
After the famous Boeuf Gras, came the King. 
He was seated on a throne enclosed by the 
bands, which played on the second 
tier of a crown woven of flowers. 
The float following conveyed Spring 


in semi-dress amid the opening flowers and sur- 
rounded by her score of maids. The daisy, the 
violet, and the Southern honeysuckle strained 
the artists’ ingenuity to represent them on the 
floats. The esthetic sunflower,the practical corn- 
flower, the beautiful valley lily, the rose, the 
pond lily, the forget-me-not, ana the Nile lily 
were represented with myriads of insects nest- 
ling under their petals. The plentiful golden 
rod made one of the prettiest tableaus, and the 
Easter lily, the convelvulus, and the ferns were 
scarcely less showy. The aster in delicate pink 
was a contrast to its successor, the talip. 

The most brilliant tableau is generally reserved 
for the last, and the nineteenth float represented 
the fairies at home, in mixed bouquets of all the 
flowers. Following Rex was the procession of 
the Independent Order of the Moons, which gave 
burlesques on local incidents, and then came 
vehicles with maskers. 

After nightfall the city grew brilliant with 
colored lights and tasteful illuminations, for the 
welcoming of the Krewe of Proteus, Afew hours 
after dark Proteus appeared, a brilliant climax 
to his brother Rex’s celebration, and illustrated 
with 18 floats the legends of the Middle Ages. 
Lord Proteus led his train, mounted on a butter- 
fly and dressed as the Prince of Flowers. The 
second float showed the departure of King Rother 
and his Lombard nobiles for the Court of Con- 
stantine, to woo his beautiful daughter Oda, and 
the third, the feasting of the disguised Rother 
and friends at the table of Constantine, when 
about to be discovered. Number four repre- 
sented the romantic Wolfdeitrich at the edge of 
a motionless lake whose vosom teamed with 
the loathsume creatures of the under world, 
which he is bravely fighting. Victorious, he is 
rewarded with the hand of the lively Sigemine, 
whom he has rescued. Sho is spirited off by the , 
giant Drusian to his castle. Wolfdeitrich fol- 
lows, and his victory over Drusian is shown in 
float fire. 

The next tableau showed the palace of Queen 
Virginal with its pinnacles of ice and snow, and 
vapory mistin the alrand underneath. Deitrich, 
son of Wolideitrich, battles with many giants. 
Following this came King Laurin’s realm—the 
hollow of a mountain, jeweled, golden, and in- 
habited by lovely-shaped women, with Laurin, 
the dwarf King on his throne. The magical 
rose garden of this sovereign was next pictured, 
and the heroic Siegfried fell into line, and 
after showing realistically his battle with the 
dragon Hafnir, the division of the mag- 
nificent Nibelung treasure held by him in 
the hollow mountain was given. The awakening 
of the goddess Brunhild by the passionate Sieg- 
fried next feasted the eyes of the multitude. 
Following it came Hagan in the griffin’s neat, 
where the boy valiantly defends himself from 
one of the young monsters which is attacking 
him. Float 13 showed the interview of the 
captured Gudrun with the mermaltid, who is to 
be the means of the restoration of Gudrun to 
her lover. Beowulf, the famous warrior of Goth- 
land, is challenged to a battle with the sea creat- 
ures. In the depth of the sea he battles with a; 
monstrous Nixie. This was shown by the daz-> 
ziing float 14. The vision of the virtuous Perci- 
val, Where he is crowned King of the Grail, was 
next, and succeeding it was the picture of the 
horse Bayard in the sulphurous, flery Mount 
Vulcanus. 

The weird legend of Tannhiiuser who loses his 
way and comes to the Horselberg—the abode of 
Venus and her voluptuous attendants—formed 
the sentiment of the next tableau. Last was 
the tourney between Lohengrin, son of Percival 
and defender of Else, the young Duchess of 
Brabant, and her unfavored lover and accuser, 
Count Telramundr. 

At Carnival Palace, Exposition Hall, after the 
march of Proteus, the King of the Carnival held 
his Court. The kingly honors were peacefully 
borne by Mr. Harry T. Howard, son of the late. 
Charles T. Howard, and he had selected for his 
Queen beautiful Mamie Cottraux, daughter of a 
leading merchant, who surrounded herself with 
a graceful array of maids of honor.

A LARGE GIFT TO CHARITY. 

CuicaGco, Feb. 14.—Martin A. Ryerson, 
carrying out the intentions of his father, Martin 
Ryerson, has-given a piece of property valued at 
$225,000 to eight charitable institutions of the 
city. This gift was set forth by the elder Ryer- 
son in a memorandum, but was not a part of the 
will in which he disposea of an estate of 
$3,000,000 or $4,000,000. The memorandum 


directed that a fine building on Adams street, 
near Market, should be devoted to charity; that 
three Trustees be appointed, and that they have 
control of the property and of the disbursement 
of the revenues therefrom. Mr. Ryerson did 
not designate any particular institution to be 
benefited. His son bas selected as Trustees his 
partner, H. H. Getty, and O. 8. A. Sprague of 
Sprague. Warner & Co. and Mr. A. C. Bartlett of

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WORK TO GO ON UNDER THB 
ORACKED COFILING. 

A LIVELY DEBATE OVER THE DRAFTED 
MEN’S BILL—THE SATURDAY HAL? 
HOLIDAY IN THE SENATE. ’ 

“. ALBANY;. Feb. 14.—How ‘true it is that 

‘men move in a circle when dazed! The Assem- 

dly to-day voted to move back into-its chamber 

with the cracked stone ceiling. It has now got: 
back to exactly the same point where it started 
from a fortnight ago, whex this senseless scare 
was created by afew designing gentlemen for 
selfish purposes of their own, and perhaps Mr. 

Alnsworth and Crank Platt-ought to-be congrat: 

‘ulated upon the happy restoration of theis 

reason. Mr. Ainsworth reported to his associ- 

ates this morning that the committee of 
which he is Chairman had examined the 
old armory and Termain Hall and waé 
satisfied that neither would answer foz 

@ temporary home. The cost of hiring 

Termain Hall would be $100aday for six days 

in the week, or about $9,000 for the remainder 

of the session. The committee had inspected 
plans prepared by Capitol Commissioner Perry 
and approved by State Engineer Bogart, which 
demonstrated that that portion of the ceiling 
supposed to.be the weakest could,be shored upanad 
made absolutely safe, so that the Assemblymen 
could go about their business as usual in the 
comfortable chamber. A temporary wooden 
ceiling could also be erected which would pro- 
tect them from falling stone chips, loosened 
either by pressure, the heat, or the force of ora- 
tory. Thecost ofthis would be about $5,650, 

The timbers thus erected would be serviceable 

in any work that may have to be done to the 

ceiling after the Legislature adjourns. 

The Assemblymen listened with interest to 
Mr. Ainsworth’s report, and especially to thav 
part of it in which he declared that Commis- 
sioner Perry could complete his labors.in about 
12aays. They felt that they could endure life 
in the close atmosphere of the Assembly-parlor 
for that brief period if freedom could be-.guar 
anteed at the end of thattime. Mr. Bonnington 
moved that the report be approved and the 
Commissioner be directed to execute his plans. 
Mr. Van Gorder of Wyoming, having seen so many 
exhibitions of fear on the part of some of his as- 


sociates, was naturally impressed with the he- 
lief that danger might be lurking in the vicinity 
of-the chamber, and he moved to table ti 
repert. Judge Greene of Orange, who bas 
not yet resigned, though he threatened 
to do sO a week ago uniess his as 
sociates got right out of the big chamber,, 
was one of the first to assure Mr. Van Gorder 
that the flooring of the chamber would be per- 
fectly safe even with the additional weight of 
the shoring-up timbers. The Judge has  evi- 
dently fully recovered from his fright. He 
looks happier and more contented, and he, too, 
deserves congratulation, and so does Assembly- 
inau Sheehan. As for the Bald Eagle, he is such 
@ superb actor that no great amount of sympa 
thy has been felt for him during all this scare. 
His voice was not lifted up in protest against 
the report, and, Mr. Van Gorder’s motion having 
been voted down, Mr. Bonnington’s proposition 
Was almost unanimously adopted. 

That ancient and unwhosesome visitor, the 
Drafted Men’s bill provoked a spirited debate in 
the Assembly. Its chief critic was Mr, Fuller 
of Chenango, and he belabored it. unmerecefully. 
The Rev. Hull who seemed to derive a portion 
of his substance from lobbying for this ol¢ 
stager was near the fire place when Mr. Fulles 
began his speech. He seemed anxious to es 
Gape up the chimney and actually examined it 
seemingly for the purpese of determining hew 
big the flue was. He finally escaped into an ad- 
joining’room where he perspired freely until the 
Chenango member had conciuded his savage re 
marks about cowards and skulkers who hired 
substitutes during the rebellion, and now want 
their money paid back to them. The advocutes . 
of the bill were Mr. Loagiey of Brooklyn, who 
introduced it, and Judges Greene who has 2 
fatherly interest in it, dus to the fact that some 
numbers of the Drafted Men live in his district, 
and every one of them has a vote when election 
day rolls around. 

The Ballot Reform bill, prepared. by the Com- 
monwealth Club of New-York was introduced 
by Assemblyman Yates of Schenectady. Its 
features are tolerably well known owing te 
their discussion in the newspapers. In brief 
the bill makes the printing and distribution ol 
ballots a county charge, and requires them to be 
so printed as to show each party’s candidates. 
Provision is also made for privacy for the voter 
in the preparation of his ballots. 

Mr. Hagan introduced a bill exempting New- 
York City hotel keepers from the provisions of 
that law of last year requiring a rope to be fur- 
nished every room in their hotels. 

Assemblyman O’Connor of New-York intro- 
duced two bilis relating to tunneling projects iu 
that city. One repeats that portion of the Can- 
tor act compelling railroad franchises to be 
sold to the highest bidder, in so far as it can be 
construed as affecting underground railroads; 
the other, though general in terms, applies te 
the‘New- York and New-versey Tunnel Company. 
which for half a dozen years has been burrowing 
thrOugh the silt of the North River. It author- 
izes the company to make connection with 
subterranean roads in New-York,  fraa- 
chises for which already exist Ith 
capital stock and franchise may  0»be 
merged with those of any such companies, and 
the good work of building underground railroads 
may be henceforth prosecuted under conditions 
specified in the bill. For instance, it is re- 
quired that the consents of one-half of the prop- 
erty owners under whose realty it is proposed to 
tunnel shall be obtained before the work of 
building actually begins. The terminus of the 
New-York and New-Jersey company must not 
be situatedin any public park, though the right 
torun under any park is not prohibited; on 
the contrary, it is permitted. Shafts for ven- 
tilation and air must not be constructed 
except they are absolutely necessary, and then 
they must be well protected. One provision 
stipulates that freight trains must run in the 
proposed tunnel between midnight and 5 0’clock 
in the mornipve, and another graciously permits 
other companies to use these tunnels on fair 
and reasonable terms. Appleton Palmer, the 
counsel of the company, sent a letter to Albany 
with the bills, in which he said that the Mayor 
and Corporation Counsel approved of the bill 
afttecting the Cantor act of last year. The en- 
gineer of the company appears from this docu- 
ment to be Gen. Stone. 

A surface railroad bill was introduced by As 
semblyman Burns of Westchester over which 
there has been a great deal of dispute during the 
past two Winters. It enables the work of build- 
ing the Suburban Rapid Transit Road to be pro- 
gressed. This is the road by means of which the 
New-York elevated system expecis to reach su- 
burban territory embraced in lower Westchestez 
county. Mr. Burns was fortunate enough t¢é 
jump bis bil! to a third reading without anybody 
objecting. 

Assemblyman Cromwell of Richmond intrw 
duced a measure to extend the pier and bulky 
head lines on Staten Island. The Supervisor¢ 
of his county are in favor of its passage, and se 
are property owners generaily, Mr. Cromwell 
believes. To the Land Commissioners is dele 
gated by the bill the power of defining the bulk- 
head limits. The effect of such a bill, if it be- 
comes law, will be beneficial to the steamship 
companies, which need deep-water communica- 
tiomwith their warehouses. The terminal facil- 
ities of the Baltimore and Ohio system would 
also be benefited. 

Among otber bills introduced in the Assembly 
were the following: 


Mr. Tullmadge—Empowering the Edison Light 
Company in Brooklyn, subject to the local Subway 
Comission, to lay its conduits, cables, &o., in Brook. 
lyn, and requiring it to furnish at least 5,000 lights; 
also, establishing a Flatbush police department. 

By Mr. Kimball—Hequiring all savings banks ve 
fore June 1 of each year to report to the Superin- 
tendent of Banks all accounts of over $500 dormant 
for over 20 years and information as to the ori 
depositors. The Superintendent shall keep such in- 
formation on file. 

By Mr. Youngman—Providimg that every stock- 
holder in @ manufacturing or mining corporation 
shall have votes equal to the number of Trustees t¢ 
be elected, multiphed by the number of shares he 
owns; also, providing that in such corporations the 
amount of officers’ salaries shall not exceed 6 per 
cent. of the capital except by a vote of three-quarters 
of the stock. 

By Mr. Curtis—Empowering local boards of health 
to destroy all animals affected by glanders. 

By Mr. Hadley—Permitting deer-killing from 
Aug. 15 to Noy. 15 and permitting deer hounding 
from Sept. 1 to Oct. 3. 


That triumph of statesmanship, Senator 
Reilly’s half-holiday law, which the last Legisia- 
ture saddled upon the people, was brought out 
for inspection in the Senate to-day, and it was 
shown that unless itis put upon ice at once it 
won't keep. This isthe noble measure which 
Gov. Hill in his annual message at the begiz- 
ning of this session declared afforded ** oppor- 
tunity for much-needed recreation and enjos- 
ment to large classes of people, especially dur 
ing the Summer months.” There is a grave 
a ce of opinion between the Wistinguished 
four-hundred-dollar-musical-clock friend vf the 
workingman and Mr. Irwin. ‘he latter, in re 
ferring to the Half-holiday bill. asserted that 
within his recoliection the Legislature of the 
State of New-York had passed no bill so embar- 
ee eee terests of the State, 
and vehemently insisted that itought not to be 


tolerated. 
The matter came up in Committee of : 
uponthe passage of Senator Walker’ad 
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bill to amend the present law by abolishing the 
half-holiday and establishing in its place a 
whole holiday on Saturdays during the months 
of July, August, and September. There was 
but one Senator ready to defend the present 
law, and that was Senator Reilly, the father of 
the thing. The crying wrongs of the working- 
sen, Who find inthe Saturday ‘half-holiday the 
only green spot in their dreary existence, en- 
gaged the parent’s eloquence, and barring a 
somewhat disastrous attempt to figure out how ; 
many hours a workiugman labors during the 
year, the Senator got along very well. This 
little venture into the fieid of mathematies led 
Senator McNaughton, a Democrat, to suggest 
that Senator Reilly be given aslate and pencil 
and the privilege of retiring toa cloak rvom to 
obtain the desired information. 

Senator Irwin took a turn at Mr. Reilly and 
his offspring, which was more pleasing to the 
other members of the Senate than to the gentle- 
man from the Sixth District. He told how he 
asked a man working for him why he did not 
take advantage of hia right to lay off Satur- 
day, and was amazed when the workman re- 
Plied that he didn’t want a holiday, but did 
want to know who was responsible for 
the law which gave him the right to one. 
Mr. Irwin told him it was Mr. Reilly, 
whereupon the workman ventured the 
opinion that Mr. Reilly must be a crank. 
Senator Irwin said, with a great deal of empha- 
sis, that as far as he could learn the only man in 
the State who realiy wanted the present law 
was Senator Reilly. He was positive that work- 
ingmen did not want it, and knew that the 
farmers considered it a most mischievous meas- 
ure. It was detrimentalinevery way and had 
already cost the people of the State thousands 
of dollars. 

Mr. Vedder said it had broken up the judicial 
procedure of tho State, and intimated that there 
was grave doubt whether judicial proceedings 
after 12 o’clock Saturday were valid. 

Senator Lauchlin said that not a labor organi- 
zation in Buffalo had opposed the proposed 
amendment of the law and asserted that it was 
& constant source of trouble. 

Senator Low said that the manufacturers of 
New-York State had to contend with 26 more 
holidays than those in neighboring States, and 
would be compelled to go out of business ‘be- 
cause of the competition of emplovers more fort- 
unately situated. Mr. Cantor, the Governor's 
representative in the Senate, kickea the last 
prop from under Senator Reilly by boldly de- 
claring himself in favor of the proposed amend- 
Inent to the present law. Itis apparent that the 
Executive Mansion friend of the down-trodden 
is seeking for, a hole through which 
he may escape from the characteristic bit 
of demagogry he committed in signing the 
Malf Holiday bill, and equally apparent that 
Senator Reilly has not as yet secured a good 
position at the point where the Governor will 
emerge. Itis also apparent from the discussion 
to-day that there is a general desire all over the 
State that the present law be at least amended. 
Senator Walker said he would favor an abso- 
lute repeal of the law, but he knew the Gov- 
ernor would not sign a bill accomplishing that, 

Senator Ives to-day introduced a bill prepared 
by the Law Department of the city of New- York, 
providing thatin order to more effectively en- 
force municipal ordinances and regulations in | 
that city injunctions to that end may be sued 
out by the Corporation Counsel when specially 
authorized by the Mayor to do so. Accompauy- 
ing the bill was a communication from Assist- 
ant Corporation Counsel Scott, in which he said: 
“There aré many cases, notably those of dis- 
turpances of the streets,in which the present 
means of enforcing ordimances and regulations 
have been found to be ineffectual, andit has 
been thought thatby applying to such cases this 
remedy, which has been found so effectual in 
the suppression of unlicensed places of amuse- 
ment, better government couid be secured.” 

Senator Worth introduced a bill providing 
that duly licensed saloon-keepers who procure 
special licenses may sell or give away beer, ale, 
and light wines between 2 P. M. and midnight 
on Sunday if screens shield the bar froin obser- 
vation.

A committee of the Chamber of Commerce, 
of which James H. Seymour, F. K. Thurber, and 
Henry Wilson were the metbers, called on 
Mayor Hewitt yesterday to advocate the substi- 
tution of anew rail—less objectionable to own- 
ers and drivers of vehicles—for the present low- 
flanged, centre-pearing street car rail.

The Mayor said the authorities under the law 
exercised police power over the streets, and 
under that police power had the right to say 
what rails should be laid. Mr. Thurber called 
attention to the bill now pending in the Legis- 
lature providing for the removal of, 20 per cent, 
each year of the existing rails and tho substitu- 
tion of a new rall, to be approved by the Rail- 
road Commissioners. Mayor Hewitt insisted 
that the authority to pass upon the form of rail 
should lodge in the Commissioner of Public 
Works. The conference ended in nothing but an 
exchange of views,

or before Saturday night of all eccentric en- 
gineers, firemen, pumpmen, and other mining 
mechanics is confirmed by the following tele- 
gram, which was forwarded early to-day: 

To Rk. Thompson, Master Workman, Sub-dtvision 12, 
Miners’ National District.Assembly 135, DMid- 
dleport, Penn: 

Have all engineers, firemen, and pumpmen in 
Division 12 ready to go out with National District 
213. ‘ W. T. LEWIS, 

Master Workman National D. A. 135. 

Itis understood that an alliance was formed 
to-day through the medium of the General Ex- 
ecutive Board of the Knights of Labor between 


Miners’ District No. 135 and District No. 213, 
whereby the two districts were to act in har- 
mony in the contemplated move. Sub-division 
No. 12 is composed largely of engineers and 
other skilled labor about the mines, and they 
are attached to District No. 135, because they 
are not numerically strong enough to form 
a division of their own within District No. 
213 All of the interests have been 
harmonized, however, and should the proposed 
strike take places it would result in flooding all 
of the idJe mines aud cause damage which 
months of time could hardly undo. The leaders 
say that, while they realize the hurtful effects 
of such a step, they feei that itis forced upon 
them by the stubborn refusal of the Reading 
Officials to confer with them in reference to their 
grievances. 

Both Master Workman Lewis and General 
Mauager McLeod declare that there has been no 
conference of any kind in reference to the exist- 
ing labor troubles to-day, and several members 
of the General Executive Board ussert that no 
action was taken by them concerning Reading 
uffairs. No appeal for assistance has been for- 
mulated by the board, and itis not likely that 
any will be made, at least for some time.

The driver jumped on the 
back of one of the animals and attempted toride 
through the crowd. ‘This infuriated the women, 
and they pulled him off the mule and rolied him 
inthe slush anddirtof theroad. Just at this 
time 40 special police, who, fully armed, left 
here at 4 o'clock, arrived and charged upon the 
women and drove them off. Trouble has been 
feared at this point, and last night one of the 
workmen living in the village, while on his way 
to the community hydrant, was attacked and 
badiy beaten. It was to prevent similar out- 
rages that Lieut. Tanner was sent out with the 
force that put the women to flight to-day. This 
force will be maintained uncil good order is once 
more entirely restored. 

There was a meeting here to-day of the Joint 
Executive Committee, The action taken was 
not made public, but the impression was given 
out that arrangements were made to have the 
coiliery engineers, firemen, blacksmiths, and 
carpenters who are. members of local assemblies 
in District No. 12 actin concert with those in 
Division No, 213, A meeting of all of them is to 
be held here on Friday next. A prominent engi- 
neer, who was present at to-day’s sitting, said 
that the men had continued at work to save the 
collieries from destruction. bout the middle 
of January they called on Mr. Whiting and re- 
quested a continuance of the 8 per cent. so far 
as they were concerned. Mr. Whiting said he 
had to consult other authority. When, later, 
they returned he denied their request. 
Having, by remaining at work, ~ saved 
the company big loss they think they are 
entitled to the advance, at least until a 
settlement is reached. For this purpose the 
organization is being perfected. The engineer 
and firemen receive $55 per month under the 
present basis for 30days of 12 houra each. This 
is equal to 36 days of 10 hours each, which 
would make wages $1 52 7-9 per day. The in- 
side laborers at the mines are paid at the rate 
of $10 50 per week of 6 days, often 10 hours 
each, or $1 75 per day. 

Mine Superintendent Veith, when informed of 
the action taken by these men, seemed to be en- 
tirely indifferent. “Such men as we want won’t 
strike,” he said, “and the others are already 
discharged, and we can fill their places when we 
wantto. It’s all nonsense about them saving the 
company money by remaining at work.” 

A local evening paper quotes Chairman John 
L,. Lee as saying that he was always opposed to 
the miners’ strike, and that he agreed with the 
Pottsville papers in claiming that they would 
have been better off if they had gone to work 
and then negotiated a new basis. Chairman Lee 
ha# heretofore repeatedly declared that the 
miners were striking in support of the Reading 
railroaders. The local leaders are at sixes and 
sevens, and there is a vast amount of incrimina- 
tion and some wholesale lying going on among 
them. The disruption will not tend to prolong 
the strike, but the various factions into which 
the strikers are breaking wp are exercising a 
good deal of spite toward each other. A labor 
ticket, made up mostly of striking railroaders, 
was nominated to-day at Palo Alto. Under Mr, 
Gowen’s management of the company the em- 
ployes were not permitted to hold municipal 


offices. 
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FAR TOO MANY LEADERS. 
HOW THE FIGHT ‘IS CONDUCTED ON 
BOTH SIDES. 

POTTSVILLE, Penn., Feb. 14.—Recent de- 
velopments and the condition of the miners, 
strike—to say nothing of the strike on the Phila- 
delphia and Reading Railroad—prove once more 
the truth of the old adage that too many cooks 
spoil the broth. Itis generally recognized that 
Mr. Sweigert of the Reading Railroad Company 
was not far wrong when he told John Lee, who 
had constituted himself the Generalissimo of the 
strikers, that the strike leaders lacked brains; 
that if he had at his back the power they repre- 
sented he would have lost little time in scoring 
a victory. Mr. Sweigert was mistaken, how- 
ever, in attributing cowardice to the strike lead- 
ers, Cowardice is a scarce article in 
the coal regions; the strike leaders 
are not cowards—they simply lack brains. 
If they possessed the ability necessary to bring 
the strike which they precipitated to a success- 
ful termination they would hardly be satisfied 
with their present position. Many of them are 
honest and well-meaning men who are anxious 
toimprove the condition of their kind. They 
are unequal to the task, not from lack of pluck, 
but from lack of capacity. They are in the 
position of a feather weight, who, flushed with 
the success he has met with in his own class, 
tries conclusious with a heavy weight. The 
company plays the part of the latter. It simply 
stands still and permits its opponent to wear 
himself out in struggling with a task utterly be- 
yond its power to accomplish. 

On the part of the company the fight is con- 
ducted on common-sense principles. The vari- 
ous beads of its different departments perform 
the duties assigned to them. They delegate to 
themselves no powers which have not been con- 
Terred on them by the chief who stands at the 
helm. One man holds ail the strings; at the 
other end of each string stands a subordinate. 
The latter never questions an order—he per- 
forms it. 

This plan, simple and efficacious as it has 
proved, differs widely from the campaign plan 
of the strikers. The strike is hydra-headed. 
There are leaders in every community. No one 
man has all the threads in bis hand. No one 
man is acquainted with the conditions at all 

oihts of the territory covered by the strike. 
Not one of the so-called jeaders is in a position 
to state the character of the information pos- 
sessed by any of the others, and it is an open 
secret that if this were not so the strike would 
have terminated longago; would, perhaps, never 
have been inaugurated. In a word, the strike 
leaders are not better fitted for the position of 
leaders than the Captain of a canalboat would 
be for the post of Captain of an ocean steamship, 

There has been perhaps less confusion in 
strike councils since the strike became a sub- 
ject of Congressional investigation. The ab- 
sence of muny of the leaders at Washington as 
witnesses has enabled those who remain in the 
region to learn much of which they had been 
ignorant, Some of the information has disgust- 
ed them, all of it has surprised them, They are 
less a band of brothers than they had been, and 
at no point ofthe struggle could they be de- 
scribed as a happy and united family. 

No one, of course, expects that the strikers 
will derive any bevetit from the Congressional 
investigation. It will amount to about as much 
as the investigation of the Southwestern 
railroad strike. The ljatter had been _ prac- 
tically broken before the Congressional com- 
mittee reached the scene of operations. 
Months after the Gould system of railroads 
were in their normal condition the committee 
sade areport. The information contained in it 
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had been printed when it was news in THE 
Times. NO one read the report; nebody cared 
anything aboutit, The committee had enjoyed 
@ trip thruugh a country which most of its 
members had vever seen until the country 
paid their expenses. some of their experiences 
were of a highly-interesting, if not decorous 
character, but of these nothing was said in the 
report. A trip through the Schuylkill coal fields 
will provide food for thought, if the members 
of the committee feel so inclined, but it wiil 
prove of no advantage to those most interested 
inthe strike. The committee was not appointed 
forsuch a purpose. Its appointment was due 
to the desire of the Representative from this 
Congressional district to gain both political 
capital and notoriety, sometimes called promi- 
nence. The Iabor vote elects in Schuylkill 
County, and the labor vote must be coddled. It 
tickles the labor vote to know that ita condi- 
tion has been mude the subject of Congressional 
investigation, and in the next campaign, in 
spite cf the fact that the investigation proved 
valueless, the labor vote will be told over and 
over again that Charlie Brumm, the Schuylkill 
Congressman, was the power that moved the 
National House of Representatives to consider 
its case. It was a bitter disappointment to 
Brumm that he was not made Chairman of the. 
investigation committee. He certainly knew 
more about the strike than any other member of 
the House, and it speaks badly for his influence 
and standing that he was uvable to secure the 
Chairmanship of the committee. It will be some- 
thing of a blow to Brumm’s political prospects 
if the investigation prove that the miners’ 
strike was entirely the fault of the strike lead- 
ers, and such @ result is not unlikely; in fact, it 
is entirely probable. 


OBITUARY, 


E..J. ANDERSON. 

Elbert Jefferson Anderson, a well-known 
mercbant to the past generation of New-Yorkers, 
died at his home in Newport, R. L, Monday, 
afteran attack of paralysis, at the age of 87 
years. He was born in New-York, Oct. 25, 1800, 
and was the son of Elbert Anderson and Sarah 
Banks Anderson, who was adescendant of Sir 
Joseph Banks. He was @ companion in his boy- 
hood of William Beach Lawrence, George Lor- 
illard,and Charles P. Clinch. Col. Anderson, 


his father, had, about 1812, a contract for Gov- 
ernment supplies from New-Jersey to Buffalo, as 
well as his commission of Lieutenant-Colonel of 
Militia. It was of the utmost importance to 
Col. Anderson to have the first news of the dec- 
laration of war between Great Britain and 
the United States, and for the purpose 
of getting this be had an express rider 
at Washington, who was ordered to notify him 
@3 soon as war was declared. Hastening to 
Col. Auderson with the news, the messenger 
was relieved, and to his young son, Elbert, the 
Colonel transferred the responsibility of ad- 
vising Gen. Bloomfield, then in command of the 
New-York forces, of the declaration of war. 

Elbert Anderson, then 12 years old, hastened 
to Governor’s Island and informed Gen. Bloom- 
field, who then bade the sentinel—who had at 
first refused the lad entrance—to salute the boy 
who had fulfilied bis mission so well. To this 
episode Mr. Anderson always used to refer with 
great pride. 

in 1818 Mr. Anderson began his business life. 
In 1827 he became a junior partner in the firm 
of Belat, Tiffany & Co., at Maiden-lane and 
Pearl-street. In 1836, with his family, he went 
to Europe in one of the old-fashioned sailing 
packets @and they remained abroad _ sev- 
erai years. Returning he purcnased a farm 
of 300 acres at Mamaroneck, where he lived 
for a year. In 1847 Mr. Anderson by inher- 
itance came into possession of the Redwooa 
farm in Pertsmouth. The house was full of his- 
toric interest, and had been oceupled during the 
Revolution by Gen. Smith, second in command 
of the British troops. It was on the western 
shore of this farm that Col. Barton hid his boats 
while he steaithily approached the house where 
Gen. Prescott had his quarters and took him out 
of bed. At “Redwood” on Oct. 4, 1875, Mr. and 
Mrs. Anderson celebrated their golden wedding. 
Mrs. Anderson died four years later. After her 
death **Redwooa” was soldand Mr. Anderson 
toade his home with two or his daughters in 
Newport. Heleaves three daughters and one 
80D. 
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Thomas Mildeberger, who died at his home, 
109 West Eleventh-street, on Sunday, was one of the 


oldest real estate dealers in this city. He was born 
in William-street in 1802, and for many years did 
business at 80 Carmine-street. He leaves a son. 


Francis Weiss, President of the Alden Coal 
Company andof the Lehigh Valley National Bank 


andone of the pioneer operators of the Lehigh re- 
gion, died in Bethlehem, Penn., yesterday morning, 
aged 69 years. He was one of the most extensive 
operators in the Lehigh Valley and was largely in- 
terested in the Bethlehem Iron Company and other 
neighboring industries. 


Henry L. Johuson, Chief Clerk of the Equip- 
ment Division, Post Office Department, died at his 


home in Washington yesterday. He had served 
the Government faithfully for nearly 40 years, 
and in his special department was a man of rare 
skill and judgment. It is said that to him is large- 
ly due the credit of bringing the equipment of the 
eB pon Service to its present condition of ex- 
cellence. 


John Hobbs, one of the oldest residents of 
Yonkers, died there yesterday. He was born in 


Princeton, N. J., June 17,1801. In early life he be- 
came a_teacher. and practiced his profession at 
White Plains, Greenwich, Port Chester, and New- 
Rochelle. He took charge of the Yonkers schools in 
1834. In 1843 the Supervisors appointed him ‘‘oun.- 
ty Superintendent of Public Schools. In 1849 he 
gave up teaching. One of his sons is ex-City Treas- 
urer of Yonkers Bailey Hobbs. 


Elzey G. Burkam, for 18 years a resident of

SUFFRAGH IN RHODE ISLAND. 
‘THE LEGISLATURE PROPOSES A CONSTI- 
TUTIONAL AMENDMENT, 
PROVIDENCE, R, L, Feb. 14.— The suf- 
frage amendment to the Constitution, to be sub- 
mitted to the people at the State election on 
April 4, passed the House to-day by a vote of 
54 to 4, the delegation from Pawtucket of both 
parties voting solidly against it. ‘he bili passed 
the Senate the last of January unanimously, 
and, having been through the previous Legis- 
lature, is now ready for the people. It abolisbes 
the registry tax and substitutes®for it a poil tax, 
requiring registration before the end of each 
year. The chief feature of interest is to the 


foreign-born citizen, whom it places on the same 
footing as the native-born, granting him suf- 
frage after two years’ residence and the posses- 
sion of $134 of personal property, and abolish- 
ing the now necessary real estate qualification. 
The Democratic majority started in immedi- 
ately on the opening of the Legislature last 
May tosecure a Constitutional Convention, but 
the Republican Serate shut down on the move- 
ment, and at the last moment this bill, originally 
a Republican measure, was picked up, and after 
long discussion was adopted as the only thing 
available. The Democrats feared the Republic- 
ans would reap giory for it astheir own prop- 
erty, and feared also to oppose it as it does radi- 
cally extend the suffrage, although it does 
not overthrow the whole suffrage system 
of the State, which was what they were 
after. Pawtucket and Newport representatives 
kicked persistently, because in those cities there 
are about 4,000 registry voters who, under their 
charters, cap vote for City Council and mone 
expenditures which such voters cannotin Provi- 
dence, and under the amendment they will be 
so far disenfranchised that they will be placed 
on a level of privilege witb all poll-tax voters, 
unless they qualify on personal property. Paw- 
tucket’s delegation in the House voted alone and 
solidly against the bili. Democrats outside Paw- 
tucket, aud possibly Newport, promise to stand 
shoulder to shoulder with the Republicans to gain 
the passage of the amendment, realizing its 
great concession to the foreign-born voter. A 
three-fifths vote is necessary to adoption.

AN AGED ARMY OFFICER. 

THE SEVENTIETH ANNIVERSARY OF HIS 
APPOINTMENT TO THE ARMY. 

Pass CHRISTIAN, Miss., Feb. 14.—On the 
wide gallery of his handsome residence in this 
cheery suburb of New-Orieans, in the warm 
sunshine in his padded chair, the thermometer 
at 77, and the roses blooming and the birds 
singing in the magnolia on the lawn, sat nearly 
all yesterday morning Gen. William 8. Barney. 
Many of his neighbors called upon him, bringing 
congratulations. Children and ladies came with 


bouquets, and many of the Winter dwellers 
ealled to shake hauds with the old man, for 
he celebrated the seventieth anniversary of 
his appointment as an ofiicer of the United States 
Army. The old soldier was pleased with the 
attention paid to him aad called his wife to 
exhibit to visitors the musty bundle of parch- 
ments which he had received from time to 
time as he advanced in rank. The first was 
his commission as Lieutenant of Infantry, 
signed by President Monroe, Feb, 13, 
1818; that as Captain by President John 
uincy Adams in 1825; others signed by 
residents Jackson and Polk, and finally his ap- 
vintmentas Brigadier-General, signed by James 

uchanav. Gen. Harney’s tall, soldierly flzure 
and snow-white hair are among the most familar 
sights, and as he rose from his chair on 
the sunny gallery overlooking the water to 
greet THE TIMES’s correspondent, one did not 
need to be told that he was in his prime, as Jeff 
Davis said of him, *“ the grandest specimen of 
physical manhood [ ever saw.” In the last 
year Gen. Harney has become quite feeble in 
mind, Although his health is good, he is entire- 
ly dependent on his brave, cheery little wife, 
who devotes her whole life to hiscare.

A SOLDIERS PROZES. 
LIBBY PRISON SHOULD BE KEPT FROM 
THE SPECULATORS. 

RICHMOND, Va., Feb. 14.—The Mayor of 
Richmond is in daily receipt of letters from all 
parts of the country in regard to the proposal 
toremove Libby Prison from here to Chicago. 
Among the letters received to-day was one 
from James Stewart of Pitteburg, late Captain 
of Company K, One Hundrea and Forty-sixth 
New-York Volunteers, and Brevet Lieutenant- 
Colonel. The writer served with conspicuous 
distinction during the war. He was an inmate 


of old Libby, and just before the close of the war 
was selected by the Federal Government as its 
authorized agent to distribute provisions to the 
Federal prisoners here and elsewhere in the 
South. Capt. Stewartdenouncesin strong terms 
the scheme to carry the Libby to Chicago. 
Among other things he says: “ It might serve 
to collect dimes and dollars asa ghastly circus 
exhibition to fill the pockets of abarp, unprin- 
cipled speculators—men that have conceived the 
selfish and despicable idea of violating the sanc- 
tity of the soldiers’ sufferings and to many the 
very spot of their deaths.” 

Continuing, the writer says: ‘“ Now, the pro- 
posal to remove Libby Prison is a piece of dis- 
turbing impertinence, that no prisoner of war 
who was ever confined in it would for a moment 
bave anything to do with. I trust the good 
people of Richmond will take measures so that 
the old prison will not be removed and used for 
the purpose of filling the pockets of the ghonl- 
ish company who planned the nefarious project. 
Rather, far rather, let it be consigned to the 
torch, or a torpedo be placed under it, and hurl 
the whole structure into the James.”

ROUGH EXPERIENCE OF TWO OREWS. 

BALTIMORE, Feb. 14.—Four men arrived 
here to-day from Norfolk, considerably worse 
for an exciting experience on the bay. They 
and five others manned two vessels engaged in 
the oyster trade, the W. J. Stevenson, com- 
manded by Capt. ©. P. Evans, and asloop under 
charge of Capt. Sanford. Last Friday night these 
vessels were hemmedin by broken ice, which 


was battered against the hulls by the strong 
wind. To make matters worse the yawl boats 
had also been damaged, and there was nothing 
left tothe men butto make their way ashore 
onthe broken ice. They had scarcely started 
on this journey when the two _ vessels 
settled and sank. The nine men were soon 
immersed in the water, and partly by swimming 
and partly by clinging to the floating cakes 
they dragged themselves up on the beach, wet, 
half frozen, and exhausted with fatigue. There 
are no people living near the point where the 
men had landed, and there was no shelter from 
the intense cold. They did not know in what 
direction to proceed. For eight hours they re- 
mained on the shore with no fire and no dry 
clothes, and the thermometer at about 16° 
above zero. It was 7 A. M. when they reached 
land, and not until 3 P. M. did they succeed in 
signaling a passing boat. Then the Jane Mosely 
hove in sight. Her Captain saw their signals of 
distress, and sent ashore for them.

AN INSURANCE AGENT FINED. 

CARLISLE, Penn., Feb. 14.—W. L. Boswell, 
Sr., ana W, L. Boswell, Jr., insurance agents, 
having offices on Walnut-street, Philadelphia, 
appeared before the Carlisle courts to-day to de- 
fend a charge for which they were admitted to 
bail last Summer. In April, 1886, they insured 
the Cumberland Valley Fertilizer Company in 


the Monarch Insurance Company of Des Moines, 
Towa; the Mount Holly Insurance Company, 
N. J,, and in another company in New-Orleans, 
None of these companies were authorized to do 
business in the State, and were denominated as 
“wiid cat.” On April 3 and 6,1887, the Fertil- 
izer Company were solicited by the Boswell! firm 
for a renewal of the policies, though two months 
previously the Monarch Company had become 
bankrupt and gone into the hands of # Receiver, 
while none of the others had qualified them- 
selves to transact business in the State under 
the requirements of the law.

AND THEY DON’T WANT THEM TAKEN 
AWAY. 

All the testimony in the suit of the Con- 
solidated Stock and Petroleum Exchange against 
the New-York Stock Exchange to prevent the 
latter from tuking the instruments of the Com- 
mercial Telegraph Company out of the former’s 
building was put in yesterday; the lawyers 
summed up, submitted briefs, and Justice Brown 
reserved his decision, Tho trial has been in 
progress for nearly a week In the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn. The first witness yesterday was John 
Anderson, Presideut of the Commercial Tele- 
graph Company, who testified that the * ticker’ 
system was the only practical one ever invent- 
ed for the distribution of the quotations of 


stocks traded in on the floor of the Exchange. 
These quotations had now become an absolute 
public necessity without which banks and trust 
companies could not do business. 

In order to prove that tho New-York Stock 
Exchanye is in reality a corporation the prose- 
cution called Edwin 8. Coles, Secretary of the 
Stock Exchange Building Association, the ma- 
jority of the stock of which, he testified, stands 
in the namo of the ‘**New- York Stock Exchange.” 
The present Exchange Building is owned by this 
association. W. P. Philip, the manager of The 
United Press, was put on the stand to 
show by his testimony that he furnished the 
quotations to newspapers having an aggregate 
circulation of 8,000,000 copies; that the distri- 
bution of such news bad become a public neces- 
sity. Then the plaintiff closed and Lawyer 
Carter opened for the defense. He based his 
case upon the assertion that the Stock Exchange 
had no part in the distribution of the —— 
after the telegraph companies got them, and 
that it therefore could not pe made a party to a 
snit such as the present one, 

Secretary George W. Ely was again put on 
the stand to describe the method of tne brokers 
when doing business on the floor, which he de- 
scribed as “private business.” 

“Yes,” put in Col. R. G. Ingersoll sarcastic- 
ally, ‘private business transacted in public and 
for the benefit of the public.” On cross-exami- 
nation Mr. Ely admitted that since 1885 the 
Stock Exchange had ewployed its own reporters 
to gather the quotations and operators to trans- 
mit them to the telegraph offices. Half the sal- 
aries of these employes was paid by the tele- 
graph companies, but they were controlled by 
the Stock Exchange. Mr. Ely did not regard the 
quotations as being sent te the public, but as 
being given to private banking bouses, banks, 
and trust compenies, who paid for them and re- 
quired them in the transaction of private busi- 
ness with their customers. At present this in- 
formation is sola only to the Commercial Tele- 
graph end the Gold and Stock Telegraph Com- 
pany, each payne $138,000 for the privilege. 

Edward A. Drake, Chairman of the Stock Ex- 
change committee appointed to devise a plan of 
preventing the Consolidated Exchange from 
getting the quotations, was the next witness. 
He swore that he never wrote a letter to the 
Commercial Telegraph Company asking it to co- 
operate in a scheme to prevent the Consolidated 
Exchange from getting the quotations from the 
Stock Exchange. Mr. Drake was not questioned 
in regard to the interview with Edward 8. 
Stokes over a plan to take the “tickers” of 
Stokes’s telegraph compary out of the Con- 
svlidated Exchange Building. Gen. Tracy closed 
for the plaintiff, reviewing all the evidence and 
asserting that the Stock Exchange was engaged 
in the sale and distribution of a public necessity 
—news—for a price, and yet tried to discriminate 
between its customers or to force @ public cor 
poration—the Commercial Telegraph Company— 
to do so. 

Mr. Carter, for the defense, went over the old 
arguments about the Stock Exchange being a 
private association of business men who could 
restrict their trading to certain individuals, 


BLAMING THE COLONEL. 


COMPANY I, SEVENTY-FIRST REGIMENT, 
HAS A NICE LITTLE ROW. 

There are family jars in the Seventy-first 
Regiment, the principal one on account of Com- 
pany I, that has for many years been com- 
manded by Capt. L. Frank Barry. His friends 
in the company feel hard toward Col. Kopper, 
who, they say, has not treated Capt. Barry right, 
and so they are up in arms, metaphorically 
speaking, and for the past two weeks the com- 
pany has not had any drill. Capt. Barry had 
been a candidate for the offices of Major and 
Lieutenant-Colonel when they were vacant last 


year. A few weeks ago, his friends say, he 
sentin his resignation to the Colonel, to take 
effect on Feb. 4, the date of the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of his entrance into the 
regiment. When the members of Company I 
learned the faets they called a meeting and ap- 
pointed a committee to wait on Col, Kopper and 
invite him down to the company’s room. When 
he entered the members assembled asked him to 
persuade Capt. Barry to withdraw his resigna- 
tion and remain in the regiment. The Colonel 
promised to accede to their request, and said 
that he would keep Capt. Barry’s resignation in 
his pocket until the company’s next drill] night, 
when he would again visit the company and let 
them know the result. 

The following drill night, which was on Mon- 
day, the members of the Company drilled as 
usual, and then assembled in their room to await 
the Colonel. But the Colunel did not come, and 
they were told that he haa left the armory im- 
mediately after drill. The following day they 
learned that Col. Kopper had forwarded Capt. 
Barry’s resignation to Albany. This was after 
the men had drawn up and signed @ paper ask- 
ing the Captain to withdraw his resignation. 
They became angry, and the following Mon- 
day did not appear in the armory for drill, but 
congregated in a neighboring saloon. Col. 
Kopper sent them word to repair to the armory, 
and, when they refused, he sent the Adjutent 
with a file of men to put the company under ar- 
rest. Tne Adjutant went to the saloon, and told 
the men that they were his prisoners; but most 
of them slipped away, as the guard was not large 
enough to take them all in. 

Last Monday evening the men again refused to 
drill and again congregated near the armory, 
but in civilians’ clothes, and so they were not 
arrested. Theyintend to try the experiment 
again next Monday evening, and to repeat it 
until Col. Kopper becomes weary ang think that 
the Colonel cannot court-martial the entire com- 
pany. 

The men believe that the First Lieuten- 
ant of the company has been instrument- 
al in having Capt. Barry’s resignation for- 
warded to Albany in the hope of succeeding to 
the Captaincy. First Lieut. Guiry of Company 
I, who was seen last evening at the armory by a 
TIMES reporter, said tbat he was the man that 
Capt. Barry’s friends had reference to. He had 
always been Capt. Barry’s friend, and had sup- 
ported him when he ran for Major. But when 
the Captain wanted him to support Mr. Downs 
for Lieut.-Colonel. Lieut. Guiry declined todo so, 
and so the Captain feels sore againsthim. He 
thought that Capt. Barry did not mean to with- 
draw from the regiment when he sent in his res- 
ignation, and the men who asked Col. Kopper to 
keep the Captain in were ina minority of the 
company. That was the reason why the Colonel 
did, not tind it necessary to make a report to the 
company, but forwarded the resignation. Lieut. 
Guiry refused to sign the petition asking Capt. 
Kopper to remain, because it might seem as 
though he (Lieut. Guiry) was not fit to command 
the company. At the same time he was not a 
candidate for the Captaincy, and if the men 
wanted him they would have to come to him.

IN AND ABOUT THE CITY 


BONES ARE BULLED. 
WAILING AND GNASHING OF TEETH BY 
JUNK DEALERS. 


There is a lamentation among the junk 
dealers. Their ‘‘combine” has been broken up 
by the Department of Charities and Correction. 
Saddest of all, the work of destruction was ac- 
complished by means of the insignificant item 
“bones.” The air in the neighborhood of 
Eleventh-street and Thira-avenue was filled 
yesterday forenoon with denunclatious of the 
Commissioners. The disgusted members of the 


“combine” vow they will contest in the courts 
the alleged discrimination against them. 

For a number of years this combination of 
junk dealers has attended all public auctions of 
the different city departments. For the mest 
part they are not actual dealers in the articles 
offered for sale, nor do they personally require 
them. They attend simply as speculators. At 
one time there was genuine competition at these 
auctions. Enthusiasm ran high and the bidding 
was spirited. Frequently a collection of articles 
would be sold for two or three times its actual 
vaiue. <A treaty of peace was entered into. 
The integrity of the new combination was never 
violated; it was amply supplied with capital, 
and the profits were unexpectedly large. All 
the junk dealers attended the various auction 
sales, but only as a measure of self-protection 
and to see fair play. Two or three members 
would be selected at a preliminary caucus to do 
the bidding for the entire combination. These 
spokesmen would bid vigorously against gone an- 
other at the outset, and then suddenly drop out. 
For lack of genuine competing bids a great deal 
of miscellaneous property had to be sold for a 
small fraction of its actual value. The repre- 
sentatives of the ‘‘ combine”. would afterward 
dispose of the articles purchased and then di- 
vide the profits among the members, Occasion- 
ally they would adjourn to a neighboring saloon, 
place @ guard at the entrance to prevent inter- 
ruption by an officer of the law, and auction off 
the newly-acquired property among themselves. 
The profits were considerable, and for a long 
time the authorities were unable to break up the 
speculative combination. 

Yesterday, however, the junk dealers unex- 
pectediy came to grief. Purchasing Agent Cush- 
man sent printea circulars announcing the sale 
of bones to a number of fertilizing manufactur- 
ers and others likely to have useforthem. As 
@ consequence his office was uncomfortably 
crowded. 

Auctioneer William T. Nash was on hand, but 
delegated his powers to Purchasing Agent Cush- 
man. This hewiidered the members of the com- 
bination, but they had no suspicion of the blow 
that was about to be struck. ‘* What am I of- 
fered per barrel for the bones of this department 
for the current year, delivered semi-weekly at 
the foot of East Twenty-sixth-street?’ ‘* Twen- 
ty-five ceuta,”’ murmured Andy Watson, known 
to the junk fraternity as the “King of the Com- 
bine.” “I am afraid you represent a ‘bone 
trust,’ Andy,” said the purchasing agent. “TI 
have a bid of 75 cents per barre! as a starter,’ 
Then the members of the combination realized 
that there was a@ live competitor in the field. 
Watson, amid much excitement, bid as high as 
$1 4labarrel. His competitor bid $1 43, and 
1,250 barrels of bones was knocked down to an 
outsider, H. Ladew. Watson denounced the sale 
as a “game,” but he was laughed at. 


THEY SUPPORT THE MAYOR. 
TALES FOR AND AGAINST PERSONAL 
TAXATION, 

The Legislative Committee of the Reat 
Estate Exchange held a somewhat animated 
meeting yesterday and discussed the propriety 
of the taxation of personal property. At the 
last meeting of the committee a sub-committee 
was appointed to consider the subject in the 
light of Mayor Hewitt’s recent message, which 


dealt pretty fully with the matter. The meet- 
ing of yesterday afternoon was fully attended. 
William Reynolds Brown presided. The Secre- 
tary read a number of letters from prominent 
real estate men. Some favored the abolition of 
the personal property tax, while others tovk the 
opposite grounds, Subsequent events showed 
that the committee was practically evenly 
divided on the question. The report furnished 
by the sub-comimittee stated that the special 
committes recommend that the Committee on 
Legislation suggest that the Real Estate Ex- 
change tender to the Mayor the thanks of the 
Exchange for his able, timely, and compreben- 
sive messages on city affairs, and extend to him 
its cordial co-operation in securing the reforms 
and improvements he so forcibly advocates. If 
was signed by John D. Crimmins, Chairman; 
George F. Lespinasse, Charles Coudert, W. 
Reynolds Brown, A. J. Robinson, and Edward 
Oppenheimer. 

John D. Crimmins favored ‘the abolition of 
personal tax. ‘The personal tax collectible 
from residents, according to the tax levied for 
1887, was $2,126,995 35. The objection to tax- 
ation on the personal property of residents and 
the advantage to real estate by its abolition 
were the difficulty of obtaining information in 
regard to personal property. The temptation 
to evade the law was so strong that the burden 
fell mostly upon widows and orphans and a few 
others who had conscientious scruples, Personal 
taxation ob&tructed the improvement of real 
estate. It drove citizens of wealth to reside in 
the adjoining counties. 

The system of personal assessment affected 
commerce, obstructed trade, oppressed manu- 
facturers, reduced the value of real estate, erip- 
pled the tradesman, hindered the rising me- 
chanic, robbed the widew and orphan, tend- 
ed to make the rich richer and the poor poorer, 
expatriated many of our best citizens, vitiated 
social relations, tainted the moral atmosphere, 
and fostered the interests of other cities at the 
expense of New-York. 

Charles Buek thought thatif they abolished 
personal taxation they might as well abolish 
taxation of allkinds. The effect of such a pro- 
cedure would be to doubly tax realestate. He 
strenuously opposed any action in the matter. 
Mr. Brown also opposed too speedy action by 
the committee. Mr. Hoar urged that it would 
be absurd to wholly abolish the personal tax. 
A proposition to adopt the report was met with 
@ motion to lay it on the table. The latter was 
lost by a vote of 12 to 9, and the report was 
finally adopted. 

The committee favored Mayor Hewitt's 
scheme, and resolved to appoint at the next 
meeting a committee of 15 to inquireif any 
plans are in existence which will not conflict 
with the present laws and afford the city of New- 
York immediate means of rapid transit, 


ACCEPTING FORTY PER OENT. 

A meeting of the creditors of M. & E. Sal- 
omon, wholesale dealers in tobacco at 85 
Maiden-lane, was held yesterday at the rooms of 
the Tobacco Board of Trade. The committee re- 
ported a plan of settlement which it believed the 
creditors should accept, and which it thinks the 


firm can cairy out with the help of friends. The 
committee places the assets at $233,496, which 
is an increase of $55,437 over the firm’s ap- 
praisal. It increased the value of stock in bond 
and pledged $27,437, and equity in real estate 
$22,000. The firm doea not concede the $22,000 
additional equity in real estate, what the com- 
mittee found, as it says that the same is entirely 
covered by the mortgage given tn favor of the 
estate of Moritz Salomon betore the failure. 
There are about $100,000 of attachments against 
the assigned estate, and thereis aconfessed judg- 
toent for $20,000. If no amicabiesettlement can 
be arrived at, by which these attachments and 
judgments can be removed, all further litigation 
stopped and a forced sale avoided, it is perhaps 
needless to say that the disclosed assets will 

ay only a small dividend to the eeneral cred- 
tors not secured by preference or lien. The 
committee therefore recommended a settie- 
ment at 40 cents on the dollar, 20 cents cash and 
the balance in notes, payable in three, six, nine, 
and twelve months, satisfactorily indorsed, se- 
curity to be furnished by a transfer of the assets 
to a Trustee. Messrs. Connolly, Lewinson & 
Mack, the attorneys for the firm, while believ- 
ing that the amount to be paid was rather large, 
accepted it on behalf of the firm, and the cred- 
itors present voted in favor of the compromise, 
Ernest Thalman of Ladenburg, Thalman & Go, 
was chosen Trustee. The credit of the speedy 
settlement is due tothe attorneys of the firm 
avd the committee of creditors, who devoted 
much time to the matter. 


ASSAULTED AN OLD LADY. 

Two young ruffians forced an entrance to 
the apartments of Mrs. Charles G. Murch, at 298 
Manhattan-avenue, Brooklyn, on Monday night, 
and, knocking down Mra. Murch, 70 years old, 


robbed her of $10 and assaulted herin a cruel 
and brutal manner. One of the men held her 
feet while the other threw a towel over her head 
to stifle her cries. A third kept a watch outside 
the deor. By means of threats to blow her 
brains out the ruttians compelled Mrs. Murch to 
tell them where her purse was hidden, and upon 
obtaining it they departed. Mr. Murch discov- 
ered his wife lying insensible on the floor when 
he returned late at night, and yesterday notified 
the police, giving descriptivns of two of the rob- 
bers. One bis wife had recognized as William 
Littie, a boy who formerly worked in Mr. 
Murch’s hat store. Several detectives were put 
on the case, and succeeded in arresting Little. 
He was arraigned before Justice Naeher and ad- 
mitted his guilf{ He said he was drank at the 
time of the assault and not responsible for what 
he did. He professed to be unable to remember 
who his accomplices were. The police have not 
yet been able to discover them. :

OLLIE ee OTR 
TENEMENT EVIOTIONS. 

The removal of the tenement-house cigan 
makers who have been in the employment of 
Jacoby & Bookman, for non-payment or Febru- 
ary rent and for taking an active interest in 
the strike, began shortly after 11 o’clock yester- 
day morning. Seven families, some of whom 
were sick, were to be dispossessed. Marshal 
Fowler and six assistants began work by mov- 
ing out the family of Cormacher,. who occupied 


two rooms in the front of the first floor of 336 
East Thirty-eighth-street. 

When the evictions had been completed for 
the day, at least in 336, the Marshal and bis as- 
sistants went next door, to 338, and thence to 
340, trom which houses seven more families 
and their furniture were turned into the street. 
There are eight more families to be evicted from 
these three houses, and it is expected they will 
be moved out to-day. The houses are five-story 
double tenements. 

The cost to Jacoby & Bookman of evicting 
their workmen and tenants will be $132. The 
Marshal is allowed $3 for each warrant drawn 
aud served, making $66. By special arrange- 
ment with his assistants the cost for moving 
each family will be $3, making 866 more. 

At the same time that the evictions were in 
progress at Jacoby & Bookman’s houses threes 
families were being dispossessed from 1,028 
Third-avenue, owned bygKerbs & Spiess. The 
Strike Commitiee had made arrangements to 
house the evicted tenants, and most of them 
moved to 313 East Fifty-ninth-street. 


CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 14.—Provisions were almost 
slow enough to-day to curtail interest in the trade 
In the line of speculation there was neither life nor 
freedom. The Anglo-American Company’s name

A PASTOR RESIGNS. 


BECAUSE LADIES OF HIS CONGREGATION 
DID NOT LIKE HIM. 

PriTrsBpurRG, Feb. 14.—The parishioners of 
Christ’s Episcopal Church on Union-avenue, 
Allegheny, were treated to a genuine sensation 
at the morning service Sunday in the shape of 
@ letter of resignation from the Rector, the 
Rev. Mr. Meech. The relations between the 
Rector and people have been established on an 
amicable basis, and the communication created 
a hum of surprise from which it took several 
moments to recover. Mr. Meech did not preach 
the usual Sunday morning sermon, but said: “I 


am informed, apparently through accident, that 
there are some of my parishioners who are dis- 
satisfied with my admuniatration in this sacred 
office. Aaving had occasion the other day to 
call upon a lady member of this church, I 
overheard a remark, which I am convinced 
was intended for my ears, to the _ effect 
thatI was a dead weight upon the congrega- 
tion, which was not progressing as it ought. 
That, in short, the parish was dissatisfied at 
having me fora Rector. Immediately upon go- 
ing home I wrote tbe resignation which you 
have heard. It has been accepted by the Vestry 
and will take effect at Easter.” 

The ladies whose remarks had provoked him 
to his course came in for a cutting criticism. 
He said: ‘ You will see that I read my expla- 
nation from a paper. I admit I was forced 
to this by my emotion. [I could not in 
recounting the treatment I have received 
at certain hands trust myself to speech 
uttered on the spur of the moment. 1 resolved 
to prepare what I had to say and commit it to 
writing, and to this strictly adhere. I shall be 
here until Easter, and during the interval I 
trust that the sacred influences of the Lenten 
season will bring my dissatisfied lady parishion- 
ers to a better and kinder state of mind.” 

Christ Church is one of the wealthiestin the 
Pittsburg diocese. A very popular name for It 
indeed is ‘* The Church of Six Millionaires.” Mr. 
Meech has been Rector of Christ congregation 
for 13 years.

FIXING THE PRICE OF MILE. 

MIDDLETOWN; N. Y., Feb. 14.—The New- 
York Milk Exchange has fixed the price of milk 
at 3 cents a quart, delivered in the city, 
from Feb. 10 until further notice. This is a 
reduction of 15 cent per quart from the January 
price, but it is the same figure that ruled in 
February of last year. The reduction of price is 
received by milk producers with the customary 


chorus of dissent and remonstrance, They say, 
with truth, that under ordinary circumstances, 
and with sound grain feeds at prices now ruling, it 
is not possible to produce wholesume milk during 
the Winter months at 3 cents a quart and realize 
any profit. They complain bitterly of the action 
of the Milk Exchange as the dishonest meth- 
ods adopted by a combination of middle- 
men todepress prices and wreng producers. 
But the Exchange points ip reply to the average 
figures realized at thedaily platform sales— 
equivalent to dally auction sales in open mar- 
ket—and argues with unanswerable force that 
so long as it adheres to the prices established 
by the inexorable laws of demand and supply ite 
decisions cannot be justly criticised. In fur- 
ther explanation of the low prices obtaining the 
Exchange points to the rapid extension and de- 
velopment of the miik-producing territory, and 
consequent Increase of production, outrunning 
the growth of population of the city and demand 
for the product.

EXPERIENCE OF A BOOK AGENT AMONG 
ACTORS. 

During the run of “ Adonis” at the Bijou 
Opera House a book agent invaded the green 
room and succeeded in inveigling even the wily 
actor and actress into purchasing sets of Ap- 
pleton’s Encyclopedia.

B. Carpenter, 
composing the tirm of William I. Negus & Co., deal. 
ers in hardware at 17 Warren-street, made an assign- 
ment yesterday to Frederick G. Smedley, giving 
preferences for $21,770 as follows: For rent, $812; 
North River Bank, $8,492; Importers and Traders’ 
National Bank, $8,456; National Seaboard Bank, 
$4,010. The preferences to the banks are for notes 
indorsed by the firm. Bradstreet’s reports say that 
the business was established about 20 years ago 
by W. I. & 8. G. Negus on Greenwich-street. About 


four years ago Mr. Carpenter became a partner. He 
38 the son-in-law of W. I. Negus, and had previously 
been well known in the flour trade for 25 years. He 
was supposed to be worth over $100,000, largely Trep- 
resented in real estate on Jersey City Heights. The 
style of the firm was then W. 1. & S. G. Negus & Co. 
and they removed to 17 Warren-street. On Feb. 1, 
1887, S. G. Negus retired from the firm, and Mr. 
Carpenter bought his interest. The Assignee said 
that the firm did too much business on a small capi- 
tal, and notes which they had were not taken care 
of. These were the principal causes of the assign- 
ment. At present he could give no particulars of 
assets or liabilities, as he had not yet had an oppor- 
tunity of learning how the accounts of the firm 
stood. From other sources it was learned that the 
liabilities were estimated at from $75,000 to $100,-. 
000, and that one of the concerns whose notes the 
firm held is in liquidation, butit is thought that the 
notes will ultimately be met. In the meantime tiie 
firm™thought it best to make an assignment. 

William B. Riddle, doing business under the atyle 
of the Riddle Manufacturing Company, knitting 
cotton, at 536 and 538 West Twenty-third-street, is 
compromising with his creditors at 50 cents on the 
dollar, in notes at four and eight months.

Few,’very few, gennine Blaine men are 
willing to accept Mr. BLAINE’s letter as a 
peremptory order not to use his name in the 
nominating convention. To be sure, a will- 
ingness to see any other meaning implies 
-also a Willingness to accept the Mugwump 
estimate of Mr. BLAINE’S veracity and sin- 
cerity. But Blaine men are not very sensi- 
tive on that point. A great muititude of 
Republicans who are not Blaine men, 
however, except for the reason that 
they have come to look upon their 
party as purely a Blaine party, hail 
the letter as a welcome deliverance. 
‘These Republicans are now making an 
active search for their new elective affini- 
ties, and the names of SHERMAN and Haw- 
LEY, of GRESHAM and ALLISON are often 
heard in their conversation. Mr. WILLIAM 
WALTER PHELPS, with for him quite un- 
usnal solemnity, puts forward the name of 
Senator FRANK Hiscock. Mr. PHELPS is 
always getting in Mr. Hiscock’s way. At 
the opening of .the Forty-ninth Congress he 
broke in upon the decorous programme of 
the caucus of the Republican Representa- 
tives by nominating Mr. Hiscock for the 
‘Speakership in such a way as to create the 
impression that Mr. Hiscock had been 
selected by Mr. BLAINE to receive the com- 
pliment of the Republican vote. Last 
‘Summer Mr. PHELPS journeyed to Saratoga 
ata time when a Republican convention 
was assembled in that town, a convention 
with whose management and utterances 
Senator Hiscock had somewhat concerned 
himself. According to Mr. PHELPs’s state- 
ment, he went to Saratoga to make sure 
that the protective tariff was not over- 
looked in the platform. He was assured by 
‘Senator, Hiscock, we believe, that it was not 
‘enstomary to overlook the protective tariff 
in New-York Republican State Conven- 
tions. And now Mr. PHELPS takes pains to 
throw over Mr. Hiscocx’s possible candi- 
dacy such discredit as would naturally re- 
salt from his being put before the country 
as Mr. BLAINE’s choice. At a time when 
"Presidential gossips are making free with 
the names of so many Republican states- 
men Senator Hiscock is certainly entitled 
to-honorable mention. But in view of this 
ynew vista which opens up before him we 
‘think the Senator must deeply regret that 
he has so long played second fiddle to 
THomas C. Pratr in the Republican pol- 
itics of his State. It would have been bet- 
ter for him had he kicked Piatt down stairs 
long ago and led the band himself. 





For an industry that has been for over 
twenty years under the fostering influence 
of a tariff devised by its own leading repre- 
sentatives the woolen trade seems to be ina 
curiously unprosperous condition—a condi- 
tion of “chaos” is the way it is described 
by acommittee of manufacturers and deal- 
era, These gentlemen are now trying to 
form an ‘‘organization,” which, they say, 
shall have nothing to do with prices, but 
which shall undertake for its first objective 
point to secure uniform settlements at the 
end of sixty days of all purchases. This is 
a perfectly legitimate purpose, but it is a 
little singular that it should be so impera- 
tive inatrade enjoying such peculiar ad- 
vantages. The scheme to employ a special 
inspector to look after undervaluations and 
elassifications, to be paid by a subscription 
smong the parties interested in high rates 
of duty, is, itis said, promised approval by 
the Secretary of the Treasury. It is an 
gnomalous scheme, and, in our judgment, a 
plainly unjustifiable one. The Government 

_phould assume the duty and pay the ex- 
pense of administering the tariff laws prop- 
erly. It cannot .with propriety accept the 
igarvices of an agent of men who have no

interest in importations except that of hav- 
ing the tariff rates as high as the law will 
allow. These men have aright to a strict 
enforcement of the law, but they ought not 
be allowed to put a man of their own in the 
Custom House. 


A bill was introduced in the Assembly 
yesterday which provides for placing in the 
insane asylums of the State the pauper in- 
sane now scattered among the almshouses 
of the counties at a moderate cost of $1 50 
a week for each patient to the counties 
themselves. This bill was prepared and is 
earnestly supported by the State Charities 
Aid Association, which has taken a special 
interest in the better care of the insane 
poor. Notwithstanding some improvement 
in the care of these unfortunates in the 
local almshouses it 1s impossible that they 
should receive the treatment which their 
condition requires, except in institutions 
equipped for the purpose. The proposed 
plan will involve some expense to the State, 
but its purpose is one which ought to be 
cheerfully supported. It is to be remem- 
bered also that State and county taxes are 
paid by the same people, and though the 
burden will fall somewhat unequally, and 
bear most heavily on the communities least 
benefited by the change, the increase in 
taxes will hardly be perceptible, and if the 
improved results looked for are attained no 
reasonable person will complain of the cost. 
The main point is to secure proper and en- 
lightened treatment for a class which ap- 
peals peculiarly to the sympathies of all 
humane people. 





The recommendation by the Ways and 
Means Committee of the passage of the bill 
to authorize the Secretary of the Treasury 
to purchase bonds will undoubtedly secure 
its passage, It certainly should do so. 
While the act of March 3, 1881, contained 
such a provision, the fact that this act was 
only an annual appropriation bill left if in 
some doubt whether the authority thus 
given extended beyond the year to which 
the act related. The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury has been roundly abused by the parti- 
san Republican press because he refused to 
usé this doubtfulauthority. He was acting 
in accordance with the plainest dictates of 
duty in so refusing, and his course was in 
the highest degree creditable to him. If 
Congress makes no other provision against 
the undue accumulation of money in the 
Treasury, the least it can do is to clothe the 
Secretary with’plain authority to buy bonds 
at market rates. This the House wiil doubt- 
less try to do, and unless the Senate gives 
way to its extraordinary desire to embar- 
rass the Administration in every possible 
fashion it will concur. 





We publish this morning a letter written 
by Gen. GRANT on June 22, 1880, and ad- 
dressed to Admiral AMMEN, in which it is 
shown that the Presidency of the American 
Committee of the Panama Canal was both 
offered to and declined by Gen. GRANT on 
that day. He was told that his salary 
would be $25,000 and that certain firms of 
bankers in thiscity would ‘“‘have the business 
of receiving the American subscriptions.” 
The offer was one that would have been 
very attractive to some men of considerable 
prominence in public life, but who lacked 
Gen. GRANT’s foresight and that knowledge 
of isthmian surveys and canal possibilities 
which he had gained during two Presiden- 
tial terms. If the work were really to be 
carried to a successful conclusion, as so 
many believed that it would be, and as that 
of Suez had been, the office was one which 
even so eminent a man might hold with 
personal satisfaction. But Gen. GRANT 
would not accept it, because he be- 
lieved that the enterprise wonld be a 
failure, and because he was of the opinion 
that the subscribers would lose all they 
should put in. Very few were of the same 
opinion then, but the condition of the great 
undertaking now testifies to the great sol- 
dier’s foresight and wisdom. The office 
which. he declined was taken by the Hon. 
RICHARD W. THOMPSON of Terre Haute, to 


whom the company has been paying an an- - 


nual salary of $25,000 all these years, while 
the ‘“‘ American Committee” has drawn each 
year $300,000 from its coffers. When the 
shareholders and bondholders inquire as to 
the nature of the services for which so much 
of their money has been paid, what will be 
the company’s answer? 





It would be amisuse of language to de- 
scribe the killing of several persons by the 
fall of a derrick upon a street car in Brook- 
lyn yesterday as an “accident.” The only 
accidental element in it was the escape 
from a frightful death of the surviving pas- 
sengers of the car. Some weeks ago certain 
other contractors who are building an ele- 
vated road in Brooklyn dropped a derrick 
close to a street car, which it accidentally 
missed, thus warning them of the risk 
they had been running. Instead of 
taking the precautions suggested by this 
accident the contractors responsible for 
yesterday’s disaster ‘‘set” their derrick 
again, and dropped it with precision 
upon acar full of passengers. They thus 
furnished a case for the District Attorney of 
Kings Courty. If it is suffered to pass 
without resulting in an indictment for man- 
slaughter, these contractors will be en- 
couraged to carry on their work with the 
same criminal carelessness that is respon- 
sible for at least four deaths.

The remonstrance of the architects against 
the procedure adopted by the Commission- 
ers of the Sinking Fundin relation to new 
municipal buildings is unnecessary, except 
for the future admonition of that body. 
The project is already dead. It was evi- 
dently an attempt to evade the law, and 
was thus of questionable legality, while it 
was of unquestionable absurdity. Any 
architect could have told the Commis- 
sioners that their plan owas. im- 
practicable and ridiculous, and thus 
saved them from the mortifieation of 
having their blunders so exposed in the 
public prints that they have not attempted 
to defend them, while the Mayor has made 
some ineffectual attempts to disown them. 


. Next time they will doubtless show more 
deference to the statute empowering them 


to build than they did this time, and they 
will also be likely to take the opinion of 
some reputable architect before, instead of 


, 
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after, adopting and promulgating a plan 
‘out of their own heads.” 

The'three American officers, Gen. Dvr, 
Col, CUMMINGS, and Major LEE, who have 
received appointments for the instruction 
of the Corean Army, will have the advan- 
tage of finding at Seoul a strong preposses- 
sion in favor of America and Americans. 
The King himself leads this friendly sen- 
timent, and now has an American, Judge 
OWEN N. DENNY of Oregon, as Foreign Ad- 
viser, in place of Herr MOLLENDORFF, who 
formerly filled that office. A Massachusetts 
man, Mr. H. F. MERRILL, is Chief Commis- 
sioner of his Majesty’s customs, and there 
are others of our countrymen in high places. 
The American officers will find also Rem- 
ington rifles in Corea and at least one bat- 
tery of Gatling guns, not to speak of other 
American inventions for more peaceful pur- 
poses, such asa plant of incandescent elec- 
tric lights to illuminate the palace. The 
cordial greeting received by the Corean 
Kbmbassy at Washington will help to make 
matters pleasant for them at Seoul. 


THE BETTER ELEMENT. 


For some months past a few journals and 
a good many more or less public men in the 
Republican Party have been urging with 
much zeal and equal sincerity that the 
party should and could be rallied to victory 
by its better element. Realizing that Mr. 
BLAINE was not a proper leader for that 
purpose, they have tried to get him out of 
the way. They have not always been bold 
enough to say what they really thought 
about his character and career, but they 
have pointed out various reasons why it 
would not be prudent to gu into the next 
campaign with him as a candidate. Now 
that he has given them a fair excuse for 
regarding him as out of the canvass, these 
earnest reformers within the party will 
have an opportunity to present their scheme 
of salvation for the Republican Party on 
the assumption that he will not interfere. 
They can select the candidate who, in their 

judgment, will fairly represent the better 
element, and who they think can unite all 
those who desire the triumph of Republican 
principles. They can build the platform in 
the shape and of the material best adapted 
to that work. They can make the appeal to 
the people that they think will be most 
potent. They have as good a chance as 
they will ever have to control the organiza- 
tion and the policy of the party so as to 
awaken the old zealous hope, the aggressive 
spirit, the firm conviction that until within 
a dozen years carried the party steadily tor- 
ward from one victory to another. 

We wish them the greatest possible suc- 
cess, and if they can show that their end is 
practicable we shall gladly aid them in it. 
But before they enter finally upon the task 
we beg them to take a calm survey of the 
situation and to consider what they will do 
with certain obstinate facts. The first of 
these is that the next Presidential election 
cannot be decided by those who have been 
steadfast Republicans for the last dozen 
years. However sincere and honest this’ 
large body of voters may be—and no one 
more heartily respects their motives 
than we—there are not enough of them te 
accomplish that result. The reasoning of 
Mr. BLAINE on that point is superficial and 
fallacions, if it be not disingenuous. It 
will convince no one who looks at the facts 
within his own immediate knowledge. And 
it is equally true that the election will not 
be decided by the view taken of what the 
Republican Party has done in the past, or 
even what it has done previous ‘to 1885. 
The whole situation has changed. The 
men who will determine the next election 
will be guided largely by a comparison of 
the records of the two parties since the 
present Administration came into power, 
and by their records as to questions of pres- 
ent importance. 

Of these there are three of the most im- 
mediate moment: (1) The complete abo- 
lition of sectional hostilities throughout the 
country; (2) the removal of the burden of 
unnecessary taxation; and (3) the reform 
of the civil service. What is the record of 
the Republican Party for the past three 
years on these,questions? Itisvery bad. So 
far as it has done anything regarding the 
restoration of harmony, it has opposed and 
obstructed it. The senseless appeals to pas- 
sions aroused by the war—natural and even 
patriotic as they were a quarter of a cent- 
ury ago, but unjust, cruel, and wicked 
now—have done much to keep alive dis- 
trust, suspicion, animosity, and prejudice 
that ought to completely disappear, that 
were in the way of disappearing at the 
close of President ARTHUR’s term, and that 
would have been of no practical accountnow 
but for these cowardly and purely selfish 
appeals. As to the removal of the burden 
of taxation, the general conduct of the 
party has been of precisely the same nature, 
obstructive andreactionary. Its represent- 
atives in both houses of Congress have 
not only done nothing to aid, but have done 
everything to prevent, that removal. When 
Mr. CLEVELAND’s Administration urged on 
Congress substantially the same policy of 
reduction that had been urged by Mr. 
ARTHUR’s not only did the Republicans 
make no response, but they united to make 
any response entirely impracticable. And 
this they did simply to save the taxes 
which, under the name of protection, had 
built up monopolies and oppressed all the 
minor industries of the country. If the 
Democrats have not reduced taxation it is 
because the honest efforts of the Adminis- 
tration and of the great body of their rep- 
resentatives in Congress have been defeated 
by a conspiracy between a small minority 
and the whole mass of Republicans. 

The record as to the civil service has been 
equally discreditable. The question of re- 
form has been treated simply as a political 
trap without the slightest show of honest 
devotion to thereform. Within the limits of 
the reform law the Administration has not 
been disturbed by direct Republican action, 
for that would have been too obvious a scan- 
dal. But the spoils principle, against which 
the law is aimed, the Republicans have 
openly and officially sustained and sought 
toestablish. For three years the Republic- 
an majority in the Senate has openly labored 
for the recognition of political removals 
and appointments. It has stood avowedly 
ready to approve any removal or any 
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appointment by the President, no mat- 
ter how injurious to the service, if he 
would consent to make them on party 
grounds. Nor was this shameful policy 
dictated solely by a desire to commit the 
Administration to a policy inconsistent with 
its professions; it was also inspired by a 
zealous wish to preserve the spoils system 
for use in case of a Republican victory this 
year. No baser betrayal of the cause of re- 
form, no more discreditable violation of 
formal party pledges, has been seen in our 
time. Itis with facts such as these that 
the advocates of Republican regeneration 
will have to deal. We should very much 
like to see what they are going to do with 
them. 


1HE CARTRIDGE “ COMBINE.” 

The Secretary of the Winchester Re- 
peating Arms Company explained to a 
correspondent of THE TIMES a few weeks 
ago that the company could hardly expect 
to export the ammunition which it makes 
because of the high duty on lead. The 
price of foreign lead has been a little less 
than 8 cents a pound, and the average ad 
valorem rate of duty on such lead last year 
was 68.97 per cent. Under the shelter of 
this duty the price of domestic lead has re- 
cently been maintained in the neighbor- 
hood of 5 cents by the Lead Trust. The 
company could export arms, but not am- 
munition, because of the high price of raw 
material. The Secretary, however, made 
nomention of the drawback on the lead 
when exported. 

But if the American makersof ammunition 
are confined to the home market they have 
not failed to make that market very profit- 
able by putting an end to competition 
among themselvesinit. We must add to 
our list the Cartridge *‘ Combine,” which is 
said to have been in existence for five years. 
The Chicago Tribune says: 


“Everybody, big or little, who uses a fire- 
arm has to pay tribute to this combina- 
tion. As originaliy formed, it consisted of 
the American Metallic Cartridge Company, 
controlled by MERWIN & HULBURT of New- 
York; the United States Cartridge Company of 
Lowell, Mass., known in the trade as the ‘But- 
ler concern,’ from the fact that a son of Gen. 
RUTLER owns a controlling interest; the Union 
Metallic Cartridge Company of Bridgeport, 
Conn., of which MARCELLUS HARTLEY of LTART- 
LEY & GRAHAM of New-York is President; the 
Winchester Repeating Arms Company of New- 
Haven, of which W. W. CoNVERSE is President, 
and the Remington Arms Company of Dion, 
N. ¥. The last-mentioned corporation subse- 
quently met with reverses and a short time ago 
was closed out at the Receiver’s sale, Messrs. 
HARTLEY & GRAHAM being the purchasers, pre- 
sumably in the interest of the Union Metallic 
Company. At the present time the combination 
is composed of the four corporations first 
named.” 


The Tribune speaks of the rivalry between 
the New-Haven company and the Bridge- 
port company before the pool was formed, 
when the priceof “ ‘twenty-two shorts,’ the 
basing unit of prices,” was carried down to 
60 cents per 1,000. Upon the formation of 
the pool or association the price was fixed 
at $20 for 20,000 net, and recently it was 
advanced to $24 75 for 20,000. It appears 
that this last advance was accompanied by 
the adoption of certain rules which are not 
acceptable to Chicago dealers. The jobber 
is bound to sell no ammunition except that 
of the combination, and tosell only at prices 
to be fixed by the combination from time to 
time. Provision is made for rebates to job- 
bers who accept the terms. The ‘‘ combine” 
or pool is said to be an incorporated associa- 
tion chartered by New-Jersey. It has a 
Commissioner. 

The American cartridge is, therefore, pre- 
eminently the product of Trusts and pools. 
In the first place the lead is Trusted. The 
Tribune of this city, which pretends to look 
in vain for combinations sheltered by the 
tariff, published on Oct. 15 last the state- 
ment that the movement for the formation 
of a combination of the lead-smelting firms 
of the West, under the name of the National 
Lead Trust Company, had been “ quietly 
pushed to a successful issye.” The price 
was then from 4.10 to4.45. Since that time 
it has been carried to 5.10, andit is now 
4.95. The smelters are said to be exerting 
some influence in Mexico with the hope 
of causing an export difty to be laid by 
the Mexican Congress on Mexican ores, 
Then there isthe great copper ring which by 
cornering the copper market and making 
pool or Trust agreements with the mines of 
the world raised the price of copper from 
£39 to £85 10s., the price now being £77 
The manufacturers of sheet copper are 
said to have: maintained a “combine” for 
some years. It will beseen that the com- 
ponent parts of the American’ cartridge 
have been pretty thoroughly “ Trusted,” 
and now it also appears that the cartridge 
itself does not go out into the world of trade 
and consumption to be buffeted by the 
blows of competition, but that there is 
thrown around it the protection of a com- 
petition-killing pool or ‘* combine.” 
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EDUCATION AND STATE RIGHTS. 
One of the interesting features of the de- 
bate in the Senate on the Blair Educational 
bill is the strong opposition made to the 
measure by prominent Republicans on the 
ground that it is in violation of the princi- 
ple of State rights. This shows that the 
sentiment of the country has been gradu- 
ally coming to a normal condition on the 
subject of the relations of the National Gov- 
ernment to the States. This was once the 
supreme party issue simply because slavery 
existed in a part of the States, forming a 
solid section of the Union, and the slave 
interest sought protection in the doctrine 
of State rights, There 1s no doubt that it 
was right in its claim that the General Goy- 
ernment had no power to interfere with the 
“peculiar institution” in any State so long 
as that State maintained its relations in 
the Union. The attempt to carry slavery 
into the Territories, the assertion of the 
right of States to secede, and the attempt to 
give it effect, and the consequences which 
followed, destroyed slavery and led to cer- 
tain change@in the Constitution. But there 
has never been any modificatian of the rela- 
tions of the States to the Federal Govern- 
ment. They remain the same that they 
were before the civil war, and the main- 
tenance of State control over local interests 
is no less important now than it was at the 
beginning. In fact. the growth of the coun- 
try and the multiplication of public inter- 
ests make it more and more important. 
There could hardly be a stronger or more 
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emphatic assertion of the legitimate doc- 
trine of State rights than was made in the 
Senate yesterday by Gen. HAWLEY in op- 
posing the Blair bill. The time has now 
come when this is no longer asectional doc- 
trine or a party doctrine. ‘There is no inter- 
est in one part of the country more than in 
another requiring its protection. It is equal- 
ly important for all the States that the 
functions of the National Government 
should be confined to the scope prescribed 
forit in the Constitution, and that the 
jurisdiction of the States should not be en- 
croached upon. Itisa curious illustration 
of the effect of local interests upon the con- 
struction and application of a great princi- 
ple that the Blair bill should have been in- 
tended mainly to benefit the South, and 
that if should thereby draw its chief sup- 
port from that section. 

Through all the long controversy of the 
past on the question of State rights and 


Federal powers it was never assumed or } 


supposed that the General Government had 
anything whatever to do with public edn- 
cation in the States. That was one thing 
which all would agree was wholly within 
the jurisdiction of the States themselves. 
Systems of public education it was for the 
people of the States to establish and main- 
tain for themselves, and thirty years ago it 
would have been regarded as preposterous 
by all parties to propose that the National 
Government should supply any of the funds 
or take any part in controlling or directing 
their application. It is no less preposterous 
now, but what has happened in the mean- 
time has strangely warped the vision of 
many people in looking at the question. 
The “general welfare” clause of the Con- 
stitution has been subject to a good deal of 
straining, but to make it cover a system of 
national aid to public schools in the States 
would be to swell it to such significance as to 
overbear the whole structure of. the Consti- 
tution. Under it anything cou!d be done for 
which no provision was made elsewhere, 
and the line between State and national 
authority would be practically obliterated. 

But even if it were admitted that Con- 
gress might provide for anything actually 
demanded for the. general welfare, and that 
the education of the people was essential to 
that result, there would still remain no ex- 
cuse for the Blair bill, It would not pro- 
mote either the general welfare or the cause 
of popular education in the long run, but 
would interfere with the healthy develop- 
ment and progress of both. There are no 
States now which are not able and disposed 
1o take care of their own educational inter- 
ests. The Southern States are backward in 
the matter on account of circumstances fa- 
miliar to the whole country, but they are 
growing in wealth and public spirit, and 
directing their energies to building up school 
systems of their own. The best possible 
discipline and incentive for them is to be 
left to do this work for themselves, and it 
would be positively injurious for the Na- 
tional Government to intervene with what 
was meant to be a helping hand. One of 
the most precious rights of a State is that 
character for stability and _ self-control 
which comes of the necessity of taking care 
of its own interests. The Southern States 
give promise of doing well in this matter of 
public education, as in other matters in 
which the other States have the start of 
them, and the best possible thing for them 
is to be allowed to work ont their own sal- 
vation, though it be sometimes with fear 
and trembling. 


“LABOR” AND IDLENESS. 
Any class of workmen would doubtiless be 


‘willing to receive an increase of 15 per 


cent. in their wages. Intelligent workmen 
would not strike work in order to obtain 
such an advance unless they had some as- 
surance that they would succeed and that 
the advanced wages would be paid long 
enough to reimburse them for what they 
might lose while the strike wag in progress. 
The Pennsylvania miners in the regions 
thus far unaffected by the coal strike have 
already notified their employers of their de- 
sire forsuch an advance. They aresaid to 
be making ready for a strike in order to en- 
force this desire. The ‘“ Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation,” which seems to be the representa- 
tive of the Knights of Labor, is relied upon 
to re-inforce the demands of the district 
assembly which has made the demand and 
organized the strike. 

Apparently such a strike would not meet 
the conditions of an intelligent strike. The 
reason, and the only reason, for expecting 
the strike to succeed is the exceptionally 
high price of coal at present. This price, 
however, is evidently abnormal, and is 
brought about by the fact that the com- 
peting miners in other districts are-not at 
work. If the miners on strike elsewhere 
should return to work, the price of coal 
would fali to the level at which the exist- 
ing rate of wages was fixed. In view of 
such contingencies, the method of arranging 
a sliding scale of wages according to prices, 
so that the laborers may have ashare of any 
rise in prices, has much to recommend 
it. Aswe understand it, this method has 
not prevailed in the region in which the 
miners are now agitating for an advance, 
There is no fluctuating ‘‘ basis” of wages, 
but the rate of wages is fixed in money 
without regard to the price of the product. 
In order, therefore, to make a strike for ad- 
vanced wages pay, even if it succeeds, the 
advance must be continued for some time, 
If the strike should last but a week, it would 
be nearly seven weeks after it was over be- 
fore the miners would be as well off as if 
they had not struck. If it ‘should last for 
two months, a year’s work at the advanced 
wages would be required to make up the 
deticiency caused by idleness, 

There is no telling how long the strike 
will last, should. the miners decide to engage 
init. It is certain that the exceptional con- 
dition of which they propose to take advan- 
tage cannot last long. More miners are re- 
turning to work every day in the Schuylkill 
region. When they have all returned it 
will not be possible for employers in. the 
Luzerne region longer to pay the advance. 
If the men who are now thinking of astrike 


had struck as soon as the strikes elsewhere. 


increased -the price of coal, or if they had 
insisted upon a basis. of wages adjusted to 
the price of coal, they might perhaps have 
benefited by the strike. Their chance of 


benefiting now, even if the employers should 


stipe an eR ee ea LS ae at 


sucenmb after a short strike, are so slight 
that no prudent man would care to take 
them. 

The men who are at the head of the 
unions or of the Knights of Labor should 
have sense enough to see this. The ‘‘ Amal- 
gamated Association” seems to supervise 
the business of coal mining throughout the 
whole of Pennsylvania, and its officers at 
least ought to be able to take a general view. 
They should be able to see that it is only 
through the failure of their clients in one 
region to earn anything that the demand 
for increased wages of their clients in 
another regiom have any chance of being 
granted. If the Reading strike were 
ended, the Wilkesbarre strike would col- 
lapse at once. The interests of the two 
classes of miners are not only not’ identical, 
they are opposed. It is only 1n case one set 
of miners earns nothing at all and subsists 
on charity that the other set can earn more 
than it now receives. Fither the “labor 
leaders” are too stupid to see this or else, 
seeing it, they nevertheless encourage both 
sets of strikers in order that they themselves 
may continue to live without working more 
luxuriously than either set can live by 
working. Some day no doubt the work- 
ingmen will awake toa sense of the man- 
ner in which they have been cheated and 
deluded by “labor leaders;” but it is hard 
to see what will open the eyes of the miners 
of Pennsylvania if the experience they are 
now undergoing does not have that effect.

MR. HARRIGAN IN “PETER.” 

“Pete” haspassed its one hundredth night 
at Mr. Harrigan’s Park Theatre with a record of 
uninterrupted success, the molody, the humor, 
and the pictures of the piece having caught the 
public favor and held it. “Pete” will last 
through the remainder of the season, ana may 
be seen again hereafter. The hope of Mr. Harri- 
gan has been realized, and so far as popular 
favor goes his latest piece is one of his 
most suecessful achievements. Bus “Pete” 
is not the best thing Mr. Barrigan 
has done, and there 1s not nearly 
as much nature in its drollery as there is 
in the broad fun of “‘Squatter Severeignty” and 
“The Leather Patch.”

The recital 
by Pete of the incidents associated with the 
death of his master, a bit taken from the old 
variety hall sketch on which the present 
play is founded, is another passage in 
which the peculiar skill of this able 
and original ‘man is pleasantly revealed. 
In these two scenes the qualities which 
have made his triumph are exerted; they ara 
novel, yet their truth to nature is unquestiona- 
ble. Traits of Southern negro character are de- 
picted vividly in these episodes, but most of the 
play is further from nature. The songs and 
dances are all inspiriting, though; the word en- 
counters of the Aiderman and his wife and Mr. 
John Wild keep the auaience in an uproar of 
merriment; the wedding in the bush by meoon- 
light, with the parson on muleback, is an 
irresistibly comic scene, and the pict- 
orial features of the representation are 
all worthy of praise. The action moves 
briskly, and, as we have said, ‘“‘ Pete” is a pop 
ular success. The house was jammed in every 
part at the one hundredth performance last 
night, and Mr. Martin Hanley had made the 
theatre look hke a conservatory.

Herrmann, the wizard, assisted by his 
wife and by “the great fantasieste, D’Alvini,” 
entertained a very large audience at the Fifth.

PARLIAMENT AND IRELAND 


THE DEBAIE ON THE AD- 
DRESS CONTINUED. 
THE PROSECUTION OF IRISH NEWS- 
PAPERS TO CEASE—SHARP ASSAULTS 
ON THE COERCION POLICY. 


LonpDon, Feb. 14.—At a Cabinet council 
held to-day it was decided to instruct the Irish 
Executive to cease prosecuting newspapers for 
publishing reports of meetings of suppressed 
branches of the League. 

Arrangements have been made for a division 
or the Parnell amendment on Thursday. The 
Conservative whips are confident that they will 
have a majority of 85 on the division, 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain anncunces that he 
‘hopes to resume his place in the House of Com- 
mons by March 12. His friends state that the 
fisheries negotiations are certain of a successful 
result. 

Bir James Fergusson, Under Foreign Secre- 
tary, explained in the House of Commons to-day 
that, in stating recently that the British Gov- 
ernment was not pledged to military action in 
behalf of any European power, he implied naval 
action also. Beyond the treaties known to the 
country none existed. He declined to produce 
the correspondence with European Govern- 
ments. The production of sucb correspondence, 


he said, was not in accordance with uniform 
precedent, nor was it advisable in view of ‘the 
present situation. Mr. Labouchére asked if any 
eugazgement other than a treaty had been made. 
Sir James Fergusson replied that he was not ina 
position to give a further answer. 

Sir G. O. Treveiyan-tbhen resumed the debate 
on the address in reply to the Queen’s speech. 
He contended that the Coercion act had done 
little to suppress crime, but a great deal to 
alienate and shock public opinion. The convic- 
tion of 12 members of the House of Commons 
would, happily, do more than anything else to 
bring about a settlement of the Irish question. 
They had seen how Irishmen could be arrested 
ov English soilfor a crime created under the 
Coercion act—a crime which did not exist in the 
English law, and for which Englishmen could 
not be arrested nor a foreigner be surrendered. 
Tt was obvious that the Government meant 
to pursue their policy of oppression in Ireland, 
refusing even to concede a modicum of local 
self-eovernment. Sir George reminded the 
leaders of the Liberal Unionists that after six 
months of the Earl of Carnarvon’s régime they 
had advocated the extension of local govern- 
ment in Ireland. Why were they now silent 
wheu the Tory Government had decided to try 
to rule Ireland by coercion alone, ignoring a 
policy of concession, without which it was im- 
possible for the country to be peaceful and pros- 
erous. _ 
. Major Saunderson taunted Sir George with 
shirking an explanation of his change of opin- 
fon. He quoted extracts from Sir George’s 
speech denouncing the League and Gladstone’s 

olicy. Mr. Parnell, he said, had compared Mr. 
salfour to a vicious cat, and Mr. Healy only two 
short years ago had likened Sir George to a rat. 
The Parnellites and the “rat” were close friends 
now in fighting with the “cat.” Well, when 
rats fought witha cut the rats got the worst of 
it. Mr. Parnell’s attack upon the Government 
last evening was the weakest ever made in 
the House. This leader of the League could 
fay nothing to justify the terrorism against 
which the Government was fighting to de- 
liver the people. Every man who really 
cared for the welfare of Ireland would applaud 
the Government for destroying an organization 
that was preying upon the vitals of the country. 
The Parnellites were men who were never law- 
abiding and who never would be, let the law 
be what it might. An Irishman was not a man 
who naturally sympathized with law of any 
kind. [Laughter.|] [rishmen had virtues, but 
that was one of the defects of the race to which 
he himself belonged. He denounced Mr. Glad- 
stone as blinding the people to the immoral 
eachings of the League, and asked if the moral 
law of the Gladstonians—** Thou shalt not steal, 
except from landlords”—was likely to educate 
the moral sense of the nation. 

Mr. Labouch®re said that Major Saunderson 

“vas the mouthpiece of a Conservative cave 
which had been formed to compel a reluctant 
Government to pretect the intérests of Irish 
landlords. When Saunderson taunted Trevelyan 
with changing his opinion he should remember 
that he himself was once a_i Radical.

Naturally the Gov- 
ernment, in order to retain the country’s 
support, told them that continued coercion 
would lead the Irish to abandon home rule and 
erect statues to an eminent uncle and his 
nephew.

Mr. Russell made a 
long speech, in which he commended the Gov- 
ernment’s policy and urged Mr. Balfour to go 
straight forward and have neither eyes nor ears 
for anything outside the four corners of the law, 
and to shut his eyes to the pestilential notion 
that members of the House of Commons and 
priests should receive different treatment from 
that to which peasants were subjected, In due 
time Mr. Balfour would receive his reward.

Afteralongand a 
bitter wrangle Senator Griggs, at 1 o'clock this 
morning, sat down and drew the bill introduced 
to-day. Itclasses license fees not on the basis 
of the character of the place in which “4 aes is 
sold, but on the basis of population. All liquor- 
selling places of less than 3,000 inhabitants are 
to pay $100 license; those in places of between 
3,000 and 10,000 are to pay $150 license. In all 
Other places the lowest permissible license is to 
be $250. The sale of liquor on Sunday forfeits, 
for the first offense, the license for a year, and 
for the second offense will work forfeiture of the 
license forever. These ure the salient features 
of the bill. 

Hudson, Essex, Passaic, Mercer, and Camden 
Counties are wildly excited over the provisions 
of the bill. In Hudson, Essex, and Passaic es- 
pecially the German beer saloons are a 
numerous quantity in politics. They cannot 
afford to pay more than $50 for license, and it is 
part of their religious freedom to sell on Sunday. 
City Cierk Scott of Jersey City, in which there 
are upward of 1,500 beer and liquor saloons 
under a tifty-dollar license, believes that the ef- 
fect of such a license bill asis here proposed will 
be to close at least half, and probably more, of 
the saloons. 

The Hudson County Liquor Deaters’ Associa- 
tion met yesterday and are reported to have 
subscribed a large corruption fund to defeat the 
bill. The Hudson County Reform Club are 
meanwhile declaiming against high license, and 
shouting for out-and-out Pronibition. In Essex 
County, where the German beer vote is largely 
Republican, the excitement is even great- 
er. Three of the Essex Assemblymen 
are said to have declared emphatically 
that they will not support the . bill, 
caucus or no caucus, and Congressman 
Lehlback is quoted as having written from 
Washington calling upon all the Essex members 
to bolt the caucus. Assemblyman Gallagher of 
Hudson accepts the situation but says he can 
see no good in the proposed measure. Letts of 
Hoboken says he will under no circumstances 
vote forit, There are intimations of other de- 
fections that may leave the joint caucus without 
votes enough to put it through, but they expect 
Democratic recruits to aid in its passage. 
Speaker Dickinson said to THE TIMES’s corre- 
spondent to-day that the biggest fight of late 
years is at hand, but that the bill will become a 
law.

My DEAR AMMEN: Yonr dispatch informing me 
of the departure of Capt. Phelpsfor Europe came 
after I had left here for Milwaukee. I wnote at 
once a letter for the Captain, directed to Gen. Hayes, 
our ‘Minister to France, but intended for general 
use. I sent it to the care of our Consul at Liver- 
pool, thinking that was where you said I should di- 
rect any letter for him. Since, I have found in my 
pocket your dispatch, and see that I have made a 
mistake. I hope he will receive it on arrival. My 
letter was probabiy in time for the steamer of last 
Saturday week. 

To-day I received a letter from Seligman, inclosing 
a cablegram from de Lesseps offering me the Presi- 
dency of the Panama Canal (New-York Presidency) 
with the same salary he is to receive, namely 125,. 
000f. per annum. The letter also says that the 
Seligmans with some other bank or banks that they 
can associate With them will have the business of 
receiving the American subscriptions for perform- 
ing the work. I telegraphed back my non-accept- 
ayce and wrote giving my reasons. 

I gave the work that had been done in the way of 
surveys, what had been proved by these surveys, 
&c., and that while I would like to have my name 
associated with the successful completion of a ship 


channel between the two oceans, I was not willing } 


to connect it with a failure and when I believe sub- 
scribers would lose all they put in.

NOT VERY HARMONIOUS. 


The Kings County Republican General 
Committee met last night in the Everett 
Assembly Rooms, on Fulton-street, Brook- 
yn, and, as usual, got into a row over 
the old trouble in the Second Ward, 
where the enemies of John Ward, the present 
“boss,” rose against him, and in their might 
ordered a new primary.

Hirsch, Hurley, and Hockemeyer denounced it 
asascheme of Ernest Nathan to get control of 
tbe Executive Committee. All the present offi- 
cers of the General Committee are friends of 
Nathan. Very few men spoke in favor of the 
amendment and upon a formal ballot 1t was 
lost by a vote of 83 to 55, a two-thirds vote be- 
ing necessary for an adoption.

More than a year ago Ramon Paéz, the 
well-known author of works of travel, left a 
number of stereotype plates in the care of Rich- 
ard Handy, Printer, 45 Rose-street. Mr. Handy 


afterward failed in business, since which time 
the most diligent search and inquiry have failed 
to discover the plates. They were intrinsically 
of little worth, but were quite valuable to Mr. 
Paéz, being the plates of the autobiography of 
his father, Gen. José A. Paéz, who was three 
times President of Venezuela. The bock was 
printed in Spanish by Nestor Ponce de Leon of 
this city in 1878. The autobiography was writ- 
ten by Gen. Paéz in 1867.

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FELIX BUHOT, THE ETOHER. 


The etched work of Félix Buhot is hardly 
known in the United States to collectors of black 
and white. Mr. 8. P. Avery is almost alone in 
the discovery of his peculiar talents. For that 
reason the efforts of Frederick Keppel will be ap- 
preciated when the lovers of etchings come to 
the East Sixteenth galleries and see the exposi- 
tion there displayed. Itis an exposition to in- 
troduce Buhot, not to sell his etchings: entrance 
is free. 

Readers of the current Harper’s Monthly have 
seen the pleasant notice given to this deserving 
wielder of the needle by M. Philippe Burty, the 
distinguished critic, now Inspector of Fine Arts 
in Paris. The same writer has supplied M. Kep- 
pel with an introduction to his catalogue in the 
shape of a very sympathetic letter about Félix 
Buhot. From it we learn that Buhot‘is a Nor- 
Man, a university man, and at one time a Pro- 
fessor of Drawing at the Collége Rollin. His best 
work is undoubtedly that which depicts his native 
town, Valognes, but the drawings and etchings 
made in England during visits in 1879 and 1883 
are hardly inferior. In this collection of 205 
etchings and dry points there are reproductions 
of the work in oils of other artists; such is the 
masterly little single figure after Vibert and the 
landscapes by Corot and Rousseau. But these 
are lost among the original creations ot his 
needle; that fact alone would make the oxhibi- 
tion worth examining. . 

It may be that the etcher most before the pub- 
lic, like Waltner, Jacquemart, and others equally 
well known, gains certainty of touch by pa- 
tiently following the work of another man. But 
it is pretty plain that,the effort of creation added 
tothe work of etching makes the task*much 
harder. Now, whatever may be a person's ver- 
dict on Buhot as an artist, it must always be re- 
membered that bis fresh and original concep- 
tions are pieces of creative art and in fairness 
should not be judged beside work which is 
largely in the nature of a copyist’s, 

Bubot as a painter in oils can only be seen 
here in photographs, but the old white Norman- 
dy horse and flock of geese in 237, the fine 
swell of the sea round the hull of the ship in 
“Smoke and Fog,” indicate a clever workman. 
“ Retour de Kermesse” is a jovial procession of 
Norman farmers with their wives seated 
pillion-fashion on horseback behind them, crip- 
ples and gensd’armes, little boys and beggars, 
a scene from Bohemia in ‘“ Nétre Dame de 
Paris.” Among the sketches in pencil 
and water colors certain bits from his native Va- 
lognes are completely charming, besides being ex- 
cellently drawn. ‘La Lecture du Petit Journal,” 
however, has the greatest interest attaching to 
it because it is the portrait of a good old woman 
who adopted the young Félix and treated him as 
her son. Itis a vivid portrait in water colora of 
Ma Pommée as Buhot calls her by a term of 
affection. Her real name was Caroline Pasquier. 
From “ La Maison en Bas de I’I[slet’” one gathers 
what a picturesque, moss-grown town Valognes 
is, one of those delightful old places outside the 
beaten track of tourists which are somewhat like 
the “dead cities” of Hollandin their air of de- 
caved grandeur and humble beauty combined. 

Buhot’s etched work has great charm, yet it 
is hard to put one’s finger on the attraction. At 
firat his extravagance in covering the margins 
of his plates with airy figures more or less sug- 
gested by the main scene will repel our taste, 
formed on the sober and simple ideals of the na- 
tion. M. Buhot seems to be still warino in 1887 
with the fire of 1830; he is a belated roman- 
ticist, and his illustrations of Victor Hugo come 
from the heart. See the weird figures in cere- 
ments sweeping through the air above a ruined 
city in the plate for ‘Les Villes Mortes.” We 
could wish his owls somewhere else, so wearied 
are we of that hackneyed fowl whose immobil- 
ity and simple outline have tempted every ama- 
teur who dabbles in paints and every poor artist. 
But we accept his donkeys, for they are delici- 
ously true to nature. Is it animprovement, we 
ask, to fill the margin of that beautiful view of 
Westminster from the lower reach of the 
Thames with sparrows, royal arms, State barge, 
royal mace, and even a sketch of Queen Vic- 
toria kneeling in devotion? These decorations 
are kept discreetly low; and they are sketchily, 
airily treated. Nevertheless they take the eye 
away from the solid lines of the buildings, the 
sweep of the bridge, and the cluster of barges 
in the foreground. They are clever, but they 
distract the attention. 

Mr. Burty says: “The modesty which has 
characterized Félix. Bubot throughout his life 
is the reason why he is comparatively so little 


known. The art which he cultivates is of a sort‘ 


which appeals to a restricted few, to amateurs 
of fine taste, and even among such a class there 
are some who do not really think for themselves 
or form their own opinions, and unless they see 
an artist’s name figuring repeatedly in the pub- 
lic press or hear him eulogized continually they 
would pass his work by with indifference. With- 
out questioning this last it’: may be permitted 
to suggest that 1t is not so much Bra- 
hot’s modesty that has kept him more ob- 
scure than a@ man of his originality and 
technical power should be, asitis the trait of 
mind that slips out unconsciously in these mar- 
ginal notes of his needle. He does not haminer 
away steadily at one idea, but vagabondizes in a 
delightful, but perilous way. He #s wonderfully 
at home with needle and acid and possibly has 
not respect enough forthe tools of his profes- 
sion—or, shall we say, his hobby? You cannot 
call him adilettante—and yet he has most of 
the charm and some few of the defects of 
a dilettante. But this is going deeper into 
criticism than can be profitably pursued 
in a first notice of his work. Such plates as the 
artist’s proof of No. 171, “‘Souvenir of the River 
Medway,” the secona state of “The Cliffs, Bay 
of St. Malo,” (No. 197,) and the illustrations to 
certain novels by Aurevilly, full of dash and ro- 
mantic feeling, sometines of passion, and the 
view of an old country house with a queer old 
couple hobbling up to it under one umbrella, 
are pieces that any etcher might be glad 
toown. M. Buhot has a quaint fancy and eke 
agrim in the difficult art of book pilates, or 
‘‘ ex-libris” as they are still called in France. 
One which shows an Angora cat watching a 
fantastic yet geometrical gallows tree, on which 
hangs Pierrot, the clown, done to death by 
hemp, has this macaronic verse, which we shall 
attribute to M. Buhot until advised otherwise: 

Adspice Pierrot Pendu 

Qui hunce librum n’a pas rendu 

Si hunce librum reddidisset 

Pierrot pendu non fuisset. 
which may be rendered somewhat freely: 

Beware and on Jack Pudding look 

Who did not render back this book. 

If Jack this book had rendered back

ITALIAN OPERA PROSPECTS. 


The arrival of Ernest Gye. formerly di- 
rector of the Royal Italian Opera Company, 
Covent Carden, London, on the Etruria on Sun- 
day has given rise to rumors that the object of 
his visit is to inquire into the prospects of giv- 
ing a season of Italian opera, or a con- 
cert tour, next Winter in the United 
States and Canada. Mr. Gye, it is said, 
has received an offer of a  10-weeks’ 
engagement of Italian opera in a certain city, 
although what city does not transpire. It can- 


not be New-York, for Edmund C. Stanton of the 
Metropolitan Opera House told a TIMES reporter 
last night that Mr. Gye had called on him dur- 
ing the day, and had discussed with him the 
question of Italian opera. “Itold him,” said Mr. 
Stanton, “ that a season of German opera would 
begin at the Metropolitan Opera House on Nov. 
2and last until March 23, and he agreed with 
me thatit would be useless to think of Italian 
opera before November or after March of next 
year. I think that disposes of Italian opera as 
far as this city is concerned. Of course I have 
no connection with Mr. Gye or any interest in 
his plans.”’ 

Mr. Gye was seen subsequently at the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel. He was accOmpanied by Mr. 
Lavine, who acted as his representative when 
he sent over an Italian opera company a few 
years ago. Mr. Gye is tne husband of Mme. 
Albani, the well-known prima donna. Mr. Gye 
“I came over here just to look around 
and see what is going on in the 
musical world here. I had a month 
to spare, with notning much to do, so I took ad- 
vantage of it to come over here and look over 
the field. I did think of bringing an Italian opera 
company over here next seaeon, but I find that 
the Metropolitan management intends to give 
German opera again next season, and I know too 
much the harm competition does to try it. I find, 
however, that there is a growing feeling in favor 
of Italian opera again. I received an offer to- 
day from a city, which shall be nameless, to 
bring over an Italian opera company. Of 
course I haven’t decided anything yet, but I 
would not think of bringing over 4 company 
unless a satisfactory guarantee was made. I 
wouldn’t bring over any but good artists, and 
could not afford to take the risk of losing any 
money. Then, after our engagement, we might 
give a short supplementary season in New-York 
after the close of the German opera. 

“Under any circumstances I think I may come 
back here with a concert troupe next Winter, 
but I am going to have a look around first. 
Mme. Albani, of course, would be of the party. 
Iam consequently getting letters offering her 
engagements at festivals and oratorios. She 
is very well, and 
ought not to bay voice 
is as good as ever it Wwas— sume 
people sav even better. She received a special 
mark of aistinution from the Queen during the 
jubilee, receiving from her a medal and a valua- 
ble diamond clasp. 

“Italian opera in London last season was 
rather poor; but next season it will, I think, be 
very good. Mme. Albani will sing in it again.”

TRYING TO UNDERMINE THE PRESIDENT 
IN CHICAGO. 

CuicaGo, Feb. 14.—There was 4 quiet, 
unheralded conference at the Palmer House on 
Sunday, which was attended by some of the 
leading admirers of Gov. Hill in Chicago. 
They were there to meet ex-Judge George 
W. Cothran of Buffalo, who used to be 
a Cleveland man, but now waves the Hill 
banner. Judge Cothran was qvestioned to-day 
about the political situation, and deciared Gov. 
Hill an ideal candidate for the Presidency. The 
Butfalo statesman is sure that New-York is go- 
ing to settle the nomination, and in voteshe 
puts Hill’s strength in that State at 15,000 above 
Cleveland’s. 

*“Butis Gov. Hill a candidate?” he was asked. 

“ Ask Hill. Do you suppose that if he was not 


he would have prevented Cleveland from capt- 
uring theNew-York State Committee ?”’ 

“ His friends in Chicago have accepted the fact 
that he is going to be a candidate,” was sug- 
gested. 

‘I think thatis right. Thereis vo reason in 
the world why they should not. The people 
havea rightto make him a candidate, and it 
the peopie want Gov. Hill for President he 
will not disappoint them. One thing I can tell 
you—if they nominate him they will have a red- 
hot campaign on the Democratic side. Mr. 
Cleveland’s friends have been _ industri- 
ously circulating a reper that there is an 
arrangement between them tbat Cleveland is 
to be nominated tor President and Hill for Gov- 
ernor. [know positively that there never was 
such an arrangement as that. Gov. Hiil has 
heen repeatedly invited to Washington. He 
never went there.” 

The Judge went on to describe Hill’s strength 
saying: ‘*Gov. Hill stands upon his own 
merits. There will be no trouble about carrying 
the State of New-York with Gov. Hill as a can- 
didate for President; not a particle. I don’t 
think the other man can carry the State, if the 
expression of opinion among the voters in the 
west end of it is any indication what the 
party will do in New-York. Gov. Hill is 
a superior man to Mr. Cleveland in any 
position, a better lawyer, a _ better 
Statesman, an abler man, and a much stronger 
man in the State of New-York.

They did not support Mr. Cleveland, and 
will notagain. Mr. Cleveland has antagonized the 
soldiers; Gov. Hill has not. The only point that 
has been raised against Gov. Hill, if he is norm- 
inated,is that he is a thorough, straight-out 
Jacksonian Democrat. But we have got to fight 
it out on that line. If we don’t win on 
that line we don’t win at all. [If I 
am opposed to Mr. Cleveland, if is on account of 
his political policy. Iam not in sympathy with 
him in that, and I believe in the theories of Gov. 
Hill. He is the best exponent of Democratic 
doctrine we have got in the country. I sincerely 
hope that he will be nominated, and if he 1s 
New-York will vote for him.” 

“Will Gov. Hill be stronger in any other 
States ?!”’ 

Hillisa 
strorger man than Cleveland in the Virginias 
and the Carolinas, The same, I think, is true of 
the State of Maryland.

THE ANDOVER CONTROVERSY.

AN EQUITY SUIT AGAINST THE DIS- 
CHARGED PRO¥YESSORS. 
Boston, Feb. 14.—A bi]l in equity was 
filed to-day inthe Supreme Judicial Court for 
Essex County by the Trusteestof Phillips Acad- 
emy against the Attorney-General of the Com- 
monwealth, the Visitors of the Theological In- 
stition in Phillips Academy, Messrs. Seelye, 
Qustis, and Marshall, and the five Professors 
whose cases have recently come under investi- 
gation by the Board of Visitors upon aecusa- 
tions preferred by Messrs. Wellman, Dexter, and 
others. The Board of Trustees some time ago 


referred all the matter involved in this affair to 
@ committee, consisting of the Rev. D. T. Fiske, 
DPD. D., President of the board; the Hon. Robert 
R. Bishop, the Rev. James G. Vose, D. D., and 
the Rev. W. H. Wilcox, D. D., and Alphus H. 
Hardy. Ata meeting held to-day this commit- 
tee made a report recommending that such a bill 
be filed. 

The bill has been drawn with great care. It 
consists of 40 articles, which recites in brief the 
history of the endowments of the various chairs 
in the Theological Seminary and of the late at- 
tempts to unseat the present incumbents, or 
some of them, the whole orderly statement of 
ee leading up to the closing paragraph as fol- 

ows: 


“Wherefore the Lyre aed prays this honorable 
court to instruct and inform the plaintiff what au- 
thority and jurisdiction, if any, the Visitors have 
over the defendants Smythe, Churchill Tucker, 
Harris. and Hincks, or either of them; whether the 
proceedings of the Visitors and their judg- 
meuts, decrees, and conclusions herein set 
forth and referred to, or any one of the 
same, are void; and whether, .by reason of 
said judgments, decrees, and conclusions, or any of 
them, the plaintiff eught to refrain from paying toe 
the defendants, Smythe, Churchill, Pucker, Harris, 
and Hinks, or either of them, the income of the 
funds appertaining to the Professorships respec- 
tively in which they have been severally inducted, 
and whether 1t ought to refuse the said defendants, 
or any of them, ieave to teach in their said re- 
spective Professorships.” 

The first point to which the Andover Trustces 
ask the attention of the Supreme Court, asa 
court of equity, is whether the visitors had the 
right to try the accused five Professors on the 
charges brought against them. The next is 
whether, if they had such right, they were justi- 
fied in proceeding when and as they did.

Wall-street men of consequence close to the 
controllers of the Reading Railroad Company 
predict that the coal miners’ strike will be over 
before the end of this week. 


The speculative dullness not only continues, 
but daily grows more and more marked and ex- 
asperating. Think of 1t; less than 47,000 shares 


of stock were dealt in on the Stock Exchange 
yesterday. That breaks the record; never has 
there been a day in 20 years when so slima 
business has been done. 


And of that 47,000 shares it is a fair estimate 
to put the total amount of “ outside” patronage, 
the buying or selling by the public as contrasted 


with the scalping of room traders, at not more 
than 1,000 shares. One of the most prominent 
Governors of the Stock Exchange, a gentleman 
whois at the head of one of Wall-street’s biggest 
brokerage houses, said yesterday: ‘“ We have 
not earned enough during the last six months to 
pay our office expenses. And we have fared not 
oue whit worse than other firms.” 


Fully a third of the old clerks in Wall-street 
houses have been discharged lately owing to 


the long continuing lack of business. They 
have had their salaries reduced materially, and 
more than one conspicuous house is getting 
ready to go out of business altogether. . 


Enter any office in the entire Wall-street dis- 
trict and you hear animated discussion of just 
one subject—the prevailing unprecedented dull- 
ness. There are a hundred theories to explain 


the unpleasant condition and another hundred 
suggesting correctives. Wall-street insists, how- 
ever, on attributing the trouble to * outside” 
causes. The same sort of arguments used to be 
heard in the San Francisco mining market when 
the public,fleeced over and over again, first began 
to fight shy of the professional shearers. The 
public went away, and the public stayed away; 
even to this day it has not been tempted back. 
The deal was fair. Wali-street could have well 
afforded to heed this San Francisco history long 
ago. The New-York Stock Exchange is no pro- 
tector of the interests of investors. 


It was urged in this column of THE TIMES & 
long time ago that the Stock Exchange ought to 
throw more safeguards around the dealings it 
authorizes. Yesterday this suggestion as- 
sumed definite ofiicial shape in a memorial ad- 
dressed to the Exchange’s Governors demand- 
ing that the office of Auditor of Railway Ac- 
counts be created on the Exchange so that rail- 
Way statements shall be made to amount to 
something more than a mere coliection of 
mysterious figures.

AHE MOVEMENT TO HAVE SOME OF THEM 
PUT BACK IN COUNTY ALMSHOUSES 
VIGOROUSLY CONTESTED. 

The State Charities Aid Association has 
Segura vigorous campaign in behalf of the in- 
gape now, or who may be hereafter, confined in 
the county poorhouses and almshouses through- 
out the State. This is the result of the recent 
movement by the Boards of Supervisors in 
Ulster, Westchester, and seven other counties, 
by which it is proposed to secure special legisla- 
tien permitting those counties to take care of a 
portion of their own insane instead of sending 
their patients te State hospitals at a certain 
per capita per week. The members of the State 
Charities Aid Association earnestiy combat this 
movement, believing thatthe counties are un- 
able to care for their insane as well as is the case 
in the finely-equipped State hospitals, and they 
claim that to allow the counties to do as they 
now propose would be a retrograde movement, 
with a strong possibility of a recurrence of the 
horrors ofthe poorbouse system of years ago. 
For nearly 50 years, they say, the State has 
cared for the insane in the most approved man- 


ner, with perfect system, and splendid results 
have fellowed. 

The State hospitals are now evercrowded with 
chronic insane patients, and the counties for 
some time have been compelled to take care of 
their acute cases in their almshouses. In order 
to remedy this state of affairs, to provide greater 
facilities for the care of insane by the State, and 
to prevert a return to the county system of half 
a century ago, the State Charities Aid Associa- 
tion has devised a plan, outlinedin a letter sent 
to the Visiting Committees and other members 
of the State Charities Aid Association through- 
out the State, This letter states that a measure 
will be introduced in the Legislature which 
embodies the views so long held and advocated 


by the association in behalf of State care for the 
pauper insane of the State. The bill was in- 
troduced in the Assembly yesterday by Gen. 
Curtis and referred to the Committee on Ways 
and Means. The letter continues: 

**This bill, drafted by a member of our Com- 
mittee on the Insane, Prof. Theodore W. Dwight, 
comprises the results of an experience of 16 
years of visits to the insane in county poor- 
houses and city almshouses by our visitors, 
and: of many years of study of the lunacy 
legislation of this and other States and of 
ether countries by the Committee on the In- 
sane of the Central Association. The measure 
has also been submitted to and has been ap- 
proved by experts in the care and cure of in- 
sanity. It represents the views of the State 
Commissioner in Lunacy, as expressed in his 
annual reports to the Legislature, and is also 
in accordance with the advocacy of State care 
for the insane tobe found in the annual re- 
ports of the State Board of Charities.” A copy 
ef the bill accompanies the letter. It provides 
for the gradual transfer of the insane, both 
acute and chronic cases, from county poor- 
houses and city almshouses into the care of the 
State. Its prominent features are as follows: 


First—The districting of the State into as many 
asylum districts as there are State hospitals or asy- 
laums for the insane. 

Second—The reception by the State hospitals of all 
the pauper insane, both acute and chronic Cases, 
from all the poorhouses and almshouses of the dis- 
trict to which the State hospital belongs, at a uni- 
form weekly rate per capita, charged to the coun- 
ties for each pauper imsane person so received, 
whether an acute or chronic case, of $1 50. This 
payment is to include clothing and traveling ex- 
penses. An attendant trained in the State hospital 
tor the purpose shall be sent for and will accompany 
the insane person to the State hospital. 

Third—The erection on the grounds of the exist- 
ing State hospitals of a number of inexpensive de- 
tached buildings sufficient to provide suitable ac- 
commodations for the chronic pauper insane now in 
the poorhouses and almshouses of the State at acost 
not to exceed $250 per capita. These buildings to 
be erected, if possible, within one year after the ap- 
propriation is made. ; 


The letter calls attention to the elastic nature 
of the proposed measure, by which present and 
future needs are provided for, as regards over- 
crowding, size of buildings, &c., and also to the 
fact that incurable cases of insanity are not to 
be returned to the county poorhouses and alme- 
houses. The counties of New-York, Kings, and 
Monroe are excepted from the provisions of the 
bill, because further legislation is needed to 
suit the special conditions of those counties. 
The letter states that the association is not un- 
mindful of the fact that the condition of the in- 
Sane in county poorhouses is much improved 
compared with what it was not many years ago, 
but those of 1ts members who are as familiar 
with the management of the State asylums as 
they are with that of county poorhouses find 
themselves obliged to acknowledge, in accorda- 
ance with universal testimony, that the care fur- 
nished the insane by the Sate is vastly superior 
to that furnished by the counties. They know 
also, the letter states, that the counties do not pro- 
pose to give the same character of care to their 
pauper insane as that given by a State hospital, 
with its stait of alienist physicians always in at- 
tendance, its schools for training nurses, its 
large force of attendants, its various organized 
systems for occupation, instruction, aud amuse- 
ment. This is impossible of attainment, the 
letter declares, for any county at a weekly cost 
per capita of $1 50. Itis alse claimed that the 
expense of new or improved county buildings 
and of a larger number and jhigher grade of at- 
tendants, which an advanced and enlightened 

ublic opinion now demands for the care of the 

nsaneé, these two conditions alone—irrespective 

of maintenance and medical treatment—will 
impose a heavier burden upon the taxpayer of 
the county than the additional increase of his 
State tax required to perfect the system already 
establisded by the State. The following figures 
are quoted to more fully exemplify the above 
atatement: 


“Of the 60 counties of the State all, with the ex- 
ception of New-York, Kings,and Monros, are obliged 
by the law to send their acute pauper insane to State 
hospitals at a weekly charge per capitaof from 
$3 75 to $4 30. Thirty-eight of the sixty counties 
are also obliged, under existing legal provisions, to 
send all their chronic pauper insane to State asylums 
Bt a weekly cost per capita of $2 25. It is thus ap- 
parent that, to substitute for these figures a uniform 
weekly charge to the counties of $1 50, the same for 
both acute and chronic cases, is greatly to the finan- 
cial advantage ot every county embraced within the 
provisions of the proposedact. itis freely admitted 
that the proposed increased State taxation, which 
alone makes such a reduction possible—for it is not 
proposed to lower the standard of care given by the 
State—will be borne in a measure by the city of 
New-York, which already pays over 40 per cent., or 
nearly one-half, of the entire annual appropriation 
made by the State for its State hospitals, but the in- 
crease of taxation in the city will be fractionally in- 
significant. 

** Exclusive of the insane in New-York, Kings, and 
Monroe Counties there are about 2,000 insane per- 
8008 Dow scattered in the various poorhouses and 
almshouses of the State. To erect the buildings re- 
quired for their accommodation on State asylum 
——- an appropriation of about $500,000 would 

e necessary. The State has already appropriated 
over $6,000,000 tor the better care of its pauper in- 
sane, and the letter expresses the belief that the 
Legislature will not refuse the additional half mill- 
ion asked for to carry on azd complete the humane 
policy inaugurated and adopted by the State nearly 
60 years ago for the careof this most deeply-afflicted 
class of our fellow-beings.” 


The letter makes a strong appeal for interest 
and assistance in the subject treated of. Among 
other things of this nature it says: 


“ Let us never forget the peculiar claims that the 
insane have upon us. Of all known diseases of our 
civilization insanity is the only one where the sick 
— is obliged to be taken from his home, from 

isfamily,and those who love him, and placed in 
the care of entire strangers. The very nature of his 
disease, its uncontrollable temper, its morbid de- 
pression, its self-centred absorption and lack of ap- 
preciation of all efforts to help and comfort him, its 
Testlessness, irritability, and unreasonabieness, all 
tend to alieuate rather than to excite the sympathy 
of those in charge. And yet, if subjected to the 
barsh treaiment of attendants, he has no escape. 
Surely there is no more pitiable condition of suffer- 
ing humanity, nor one for which greater care 
is mneedel to secure ftaithful service and 
kind treatment. To provide food and clothing 
aione is the first, but also the lowest. step 
in the care of the insane. He should have the best 
medicai treatment, the highest grade of attendants, 
and untiring efforts, through the incentives of occu- 
pation, instruction, and amusement, to kindle the 
smoldering — of reason into life, or tesurround 
those incurably ill with every alleviation their un- 
happy condition makes possible. Our State hos- 
pitals, Whatever further advance they may yet have 
to make, represent to-day the very best standard of 
care for the insane thus far reached in this recone 
Let us therefore unitein asking our legisiators to 

lace the 2,000 insane persons our bill provides for 
these State hospitals.” 


In conclusion the letter refers to the proud 
record of the State Charities Aid Association 
during the past 16 years, * a record whose pride 
consists in the unfailing contidence and support 
that the association has recived from the 
people of the State, its pulpit, its press, its 
Legislature, and which has never been impaired 
by either political or religious dissenstons within 
or without the body. We now ask that this con- 
fidence be renewed—iv behalf of the insane—and 
that every citizen of the State shall assist us in 
our present undertaking.”’ 

The ietter is signed by J. Hampden Robb, 
President; Charles Hitchcock, M. D., Vice- 
President; Abby Howland Woolsey, Librarian; 
Charles Russell Hone, Treasurer; Theodore W. 
Dwight, LL. D., Louisa Lee Schuyler, Horace

Appended is a note to the officers of County 
Visiting Committees requesting them to call a 
special meeting of their committees to receive 
the communication from the Boara of Managers 
and to take such action as may seem to them 
best in securing the co-operation in the move- 
ment of their Superintendents of the Poor and 
Supervisors and representatives in the State 
Senate and Assembly. They are also requested 
toinvite the churebes and other societies and 
the members of the press in their respective 
counties, irrespective of religious or political 
opinions, to unite in bringing attention to the 
proposed legislation and to secure for it all pos- 
sible support.

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osition of the Supervisors of Ulster County to 
take care of the county’s insane at $1 19 per 
week r capita was abused. The patients 
might be fed upon that amount, but that was 
all. It was impossible to believe that sucha 
sum would provide clothing, attendance, medi- 
cine, amusements, and instruction, such as are 
now furnished in the State institutions as well 
as food. 

Referring to one of the county poorhouses, @ 
statement is quoted which was made by a phy- 
sician who examined the institution and em- 
bodied in the last annual report of the State 
Charities Aid Association. He said: “It is im- 
possibie for medicines to be given as directed by 
the feeble men or women into whose hands they 
ipust be put when there isnoregular nurse in 
attendance. These inmates are often forgetful 
and negligent. At their best they are not skill- 
ful or even intelligent nurses. The result is that 
some of the patients die who might recover, 
while others are jeft to wear out an existence of 
suffering which might, by a little judicious nurs- 
ing, be made comfortable to themselves and use- 
ful to the county by which they are supported.” 

The members of the State Charities Aid Asso- 
ciation feel that they will have along and ear- 
nest strugg'!e in order to accomplish the objects 
outlined above, and they are determined to use 
every means to prevent any deterioration in the 
manner of caring for and treating the insane. 
It is intimated that there is more or less political 
influence at work in the counties behind the 
movement that some of them have started in 
favor of the counties supporting their own in- 
sane, and considerable opposition is looked for 
in those quarters.: However, the members of the 
association are confident that their object will 
be finally accomplished. 
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DONT LIKE HIS PLANS. 
Fa BENS 
ARCHITECTS OBJECT TO THE MAYOR’S 
MUNICIPAL BUILDING. 

Mayor Hewitt’s proposed municipal build- 
ing promises to have a hard time of it all 
around. The law passed by the last Legislature 
was not just such alaw as the Mayor wanted, 
so he prepared for something else, and the Com- 
missioners of the Sinking Fund fell in with his 
plans. It was easier to do that than anything 
else, The Mayor, as Chairman of the Commis- 
sioners, advertised for the submission of plans 
by architects in accordance with his ideas of 


what the new building should be. These ideas 
did not correspond with those of the Legislature. 
While that did not trouble the Mayor it did the 
architects, ana very few went to work on plane 
that promised to be of no use to themselves, to 
the city, or to any one else. It was at first pro- 
vided that the plans and specifications of com- 
peting architects must be submitted by March 1. 
Since the original publication of the advertise- 
ment the time for submission of plans has been 
extended to Aprill. Now the Legislature has 
been appealed to to see that its projects as to 
the new criminal courts building shall be car- 
ried out instead of those of the Mayor. 

Architects do not like the Mayor’s ideas 
either, so the New-York chapter of the American 
Institute of Architects and the Architectural 
League of New-York have protested against the 
way in which the Mayor proposes to erect his 
building, nor the way in which the competition 
is to be decided. The protest of the Architectural 
League is made in a general way against the 
terms of the competition, and says: ‘‘In our 
judgment a competition of such magnitude de- 
mands careful preliminary consideration at the 
hands of professional advisers of known ability, 
and we respectfully urge that the terms be 
modified through such agency even at this late 
Gay. Itis only by such action that men of 
acknowledged reputation commensurate with 
the dignity and importance of the municipality 
can be secured as competitors.” This protest was 
presented to the Mayor yesterday by a commit 
tee of the league, consisting of J. Beverly Robin- 
son, Frank A. Wright, A. H. Thorp, William B. 
Tuthill, and Frank Waller. 

The protest of the New-York Chapter of the 
Awerican Institute of Architecture is somewhat 
more elaborate, condemning the proposed site 
and then asking that in case the site is irrevoca- 
bly fixed, these changes in the mode of competi- 
tion shall be made: 

Firet—That the manner of grouping the buildings 
and the planning and distribution of the rooms be 
left to the competitors, Jimited only by the specified 
requirements of space for the various departments, 
&c., to be accommodated. 

Second—That disinterested professional experts, 
who should be architects of acknowledged ability. 
experience, and standing, should be appointed, % 
whom ali the plans would be referred for analysis 
and classification, and who would make a detailed 
report to the commission for their consideration 
with recommendations as to the award of premiums 
and choice of plans. 

Third—That the successful competitor should be 
appointed architect of the building, provided that in 
case he should not be, in the Jodgment of said ex- 
perts and commission, a person of sufficient artistic 
or constructive or administrative capacity, then 
there shall be appointed an associate or consulting 
architect, so qualified, whose compensation shall be 
deducted in équitable proportion from that of the 
architect. 


Neither of the architectural bodies nor its in- 
dividual members believe that Mayor Hewitt’s 
plans will be carried out, and they almost unan- 
imously believe that the Legislature will step 
in to interfere. Beth protests are therefore more 
a matter of form than anything else, 
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AFTER OPIUM SMUGGLERS. 

For some time-Collector Magone has had 
special Treasury agents watching for refined 
oplum smugglers, who bring the drug into the 
United States by the St. Lawrence River route. 
This opium is brought into Canada at the West- 
ern terminus of the Canadian Pacific Railroad, 


and is smuggled over the river into this State 
from Brockville and other Canadian border 
towns. The story of the arrest of Epbraim and 
Edwin A. Gardner, who brought 1,500 pounds of 
opium across the line and were caught near 
Watertown, in this State, has already been pub- 
lished. They were turnea over to Collector 
Morse of Ogdensburg, to whom Edwin Gardner 
stated that he was acting in the interest of the 
Government by whom he had been employed. A 
telegram was received from Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury Maynard stating that the Gov- 
ernment knew nothing about Gardner, who 
still insisted, however, that he was associated 
in the work with Capt. Beecher, who was at one 
time Collector of Internal Revenue at Seattle, 
Washington Territory, and whom he believed to 
be acting for the Government. The total value 
of the drug seizure was $10,000. 

Further investigations are being made by J. 
C. Houghton, who has been employed by Col- 
lector Magone to look up the opium smuggling 
industry in St. Lawrence and Jefferson Counties. 
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AFTER “TOM” GOULD AGAIN. 
Judge Barrett yesterday granted an 
order of arrest against “Tom” Gould, the 
owner of the notorious ‘San Souci,” at 52, 54, 
and 56 West Thirty-first-street, and he must ex- 
plain in the Supreme Court, Chambers, next 


Friday why he should not be imprisoned in 
Ludlow-Street Jail for violating the injunction 
issued in October, 1886, forbidding him to give 
theatrical entertainments at the ‘San Souci.” 
Ofnhcers John F. Tappan and John F. Flood of 
Police Headquarters make the affidavits upon 
which the order of arrest is granted. They say 
that they visited ‘‘ Tom” Gould’s on Feb. 1, 2, 4, 
and 5, Jate at night and early in the morning, 
heard music and songs, saw men and women 
drinking and smoking, and that “*Tom” Gould 
was the “ boss” and gave the orders. 

Gould was adjudged guilty of contempt of this 
injunction once befvre and he spent two or three 
weeks in Ludlow-Street Jail last April, whence 
he was released on account of the affidavit of 
the jail physician that he was dying of bleeding 
of the lungs. Gould at once regained his health 
after release. Should he get in again he will 
have to stay for a long while.

The West India Cable Company’s steamer 
Grappler has just successfully finished repairing 
the telegraph cable broken between Jamaica 
and Colon, a work upon which she has been en- 
gaged since November. Although this steamer 
is thoroughly fitted and equipped with the most 


modern appliances, the work was attended with 
60 many difficulties that she could make but 
slow progress. About 60 miles of new cable 
were placed, As the expenses attending the ex- 
pedition were over $50,000, some idea may be 
had of the extent of the undertaking. The 
original cable, laid 17 years ago, was picked up 
and found to be in almost perfect condition. 
This is quite remarkable in this land of the coral 
reef, and is quite possibly due to the coldness of 
the water at the depths in which the cable hes.

HESITATING 10 CHANGE. 


WOOLEN AND WORSTED GOODS MEN AND 
THEIR TROUBLES. 

About 200 business men, representing a 
majority of the 175 woolen mill companies east 
of Ohio, and various commission houses who 
sell woolen and worsted goods for manufactur- 
ers, met yesterday at 54 White-street to take 
steps toward organizing the Woolen Goods As- 
sociation. It was the second meeting for that 
purpose. At the first meeting, in December, 
committees on organization and on terms and 
discounts were appointed. Yesterday’s meeting 


was called to hear their reports. The Commit- 
tee on Organization submitted a constitution 
and by-laws prefaced by a statement declaring 
the object of the association to be the promotion 
of more thorough intercourse between producers 
and sellers, tending toward the better manage- 
ment of the market. Any corporation, firm, or 
person making woolen or worsted fabrics or 6n- 
gaged in the sale of the same for manufacturers 
shall be eligible to membership. 

From the report of the Committee on Terms 
and Discounis it appeared that the woolen 
trade had descended to a round of huckstering 
and cut-throat methods from which every one 
suffered. The committee despaired of putting 
at once into operation a system of uniform 
terms and discounts which would meet the 
necessities of various descriptions of woolen fab- 
rics. Manufacturers and commission houses 
seem alike distrustful of restoring order in the 
existing chaos. The committees is yet convinced 
thatit is worth trying, and that by grappling 
with one evil ata time and by abandoning no 
line of effort until the evilis overcome, the ob- 
jects of the association may at last be accom- 
plished. The committee considers the present 
method of selling goods the evil that ought first 
to be corrected, and recommends that on all 
kinds of woolen fabrics settlement be required 
in 60 days from the delivery of goods, either in 
cash or notes payabie to the seller’s order. 
It is also recommended that sellers of worsted 
and woolen coatings, suitings, and cassimeres, 
beavers, fur beavers, and overcoatings gener- 
ally, ladies’ dress goods, satinets, jeans, and such 
goods, form combinations and systems in each 
class to establish proper terms of dating and 
discounts, agreements to be made in writing.

The committee appointed te consult with the 
Government authorities in regard to the ap- 
pointment of # special inspector to look after 
undervaluations and wrong classifications of 
wool imports had nothing to report, except that 
the subscribers to the $30,000 with which to pay 
the salary of such an inspector for three years 
need not yet dip into their purses. That is the 
way they are to be paid. The appointment has 
been promised, without Government salary. It

EXOHANGES AGAINST A RAILROAD. 
The Building Materials Exchange held a 
meeting yesterday to listen to the report of the 
Committee on Docks. The committee gave an 
account of the suit of Williams and Baker to re- 
strain the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad from 
building sheds over the pier at the foot of Dover- 
street, which was originally reserved for the use 
of the business public, but which the Depart- 
ment of Docks was tryingto hand over to that 
railroad company. The Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad Company tried to get a special act 
through the Legislature last year, but failed on 
account of the opposition of the various Ex- 
changes in this city. Williams and Baker had 
incurred all the expenses of the suit for a whole 
year, and the Baltimore and Onio had offered to 
pay allthe costsif the firm would discontinue 
the suit. The Lumber Merchants’ Association 
had assessed themselves $1 per head to assist in 
ushing the suit, and the committee asked the 
uilding Materials Exchange to adopt the same 
action. The request was granted. I[t was said 
that the Baltimore and Ohio is trying to secure 
legislation this year to get control of the pier.

NORMAL COLLEGE CELEBRATION, 
The Normal College celebrated its birth- 
day anniversary yesterday at the college with a 
series of very interesting exercises. The chapel 


of the college was filled by the 1,500 students 
and a host of their relatives and friends. Prof. 
Hunter, President of the college, occupied the 
chair, and on the platform beside him were 
seated Commissioners Wood and Holt, members 
of the Faculty of the College of the City of New- 
York and tutors of the Normal College. 

The members of the senior class presented a 
beautiful portrait of the Poet Longfellow, the 
Philomathean Society presented a crayon por- 
trait of Presiient Hunter, executed by a gradu- 
ate of the college, and the Alpha Beta Ganma 
Society gave to the college several cases of 
mounted insects as a nucleus for a museum of 
natural history. Addresses were made by rresi- 
dent Hunter, Commissioner Wood, who gave a 
brief history of the college, which was opened 
on Feb, 14, 1870, and by Commissioner Holt.

ALDERMANIO PARIOTISM. 
THEY RECOMMEND THE ERECTION OF A 


SOLDIERS’ MONUMENT. 

At yesterday’s meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen a resolution by Mr. Conkling, recom- 
mending the enactment by the Legislature of 
Connelly’s bill adding a member each from 
New-York City and Brooklyn to the State Board 
of Assessors, was adopted. The Committee on 
Lamps and Gas announced a public meeting for 
Saturday at 11 A. M. to hear arguments on 
ordinances now before the committee to compel 
the gas companies to pay for relaying mains 
when the streets are being regraded. The Fer- 
ries and Franchises Committee reported adverse- 


ly on the petition of the College Point Ferry 
Company to transfer their landing from Ninety- 
ninth to Ninety-sixth-street, because it would be 
detrimental to the interests of the city. 

The board recommended the passage by the 
Legislature of the bill to make the salaries of 
Sergeants and Detective Sergeants of Police at 
all times 80 per cent. of the salaries to be paid 
Police Captains, providing that they shall 
never be less than $1,600 nor more thap $2,200, 
Corporation Counsel Beekman advised the board 
to request the Mayor to direct the Corporation 
Counsel to revise the city ordinances. The 
communication was sent to the Law Committee. 
A resolution by Alderman Fitzsimmons calling 
upon the Corporation Counsel toreport the draft 
of an ordinance embodying the Mayor's ideas of 
rapid transit was laid on the table. 

The Committee on Lands, Places, and Park 
Department reported recommending the adop- 
tion of an ordinance creating a public fund or 
stock of $250,000 in one-hundred-dollar sbares, 
to be called “The Soldiers’ Monument Stock of 
the City of New-York,” to bear interest at not 
exceeding 6 per cent. and to be redeemable by 
Jan. 1, 1902, The proceeds of this stock **shail 
be applied to the cost of the erection of a sol- 
diers’ monument.” For the purpose of carrying 
the project into effect a commission, to consist 
of Mayor Tewitt, Controller Myers, Commis- 
sioner of Public Works Newton—and their suc- 
cessors in office—Gen. Martin T. McMahon, the 
Hon. Joraan LL. Mott, and ex-Judge Henry Hil- 
ton, is created, with power to select a site, adver- 
tise for designs, and adopt the one in their judg- 
ment most appropriate,aud contract for the work, 
The city had furnished 7 batteries of artillery 
and 25 regiments of infantry entirely, and the 
largest part of 13 regiments of cavairy, 5 regi- 
ments of artillery, 8 batteries, 2 regiments of 
engineers, and 44 regiments of infantry; also 
men for 4 regiments and 1 battery of artillery 
and 23 regiments of infantry, making a total of 
140,000 men. Of these, 12,215 died in service. 
“The people of New-York are justly proud of 
the record made by her gallant sons on sea and 
land, and render in their hearts all fitting honor 
to the living and the dead of her gallant de- 
fenders of the Union, yet no public effort has 
been made to erect a monument worthy of their 
glorious deeds and fit to transmit to coming 
generations suitable evidences of the high ap- 
preciation in which this city holds the public 
virtue, the valor, and the patriotism of her citi- 
zens.” The bill went over to the next meeting, 


under the rules. 
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IMPROVED BALING OF COTTON, 

At tbe invitation of the National Board 
of Fire and Marine Underwriters a committee 
from the Cotton Exchange met in the office of 
the board, at 25 William-street, vesterday to 
hear whatit had to say in regard to proposed 


improvements in the baling of cotton. The 
board said that it had been investigating the 
recent fires in cotton and had discovered that 
they were largely due to the imperfect way in 
which the cotton was baled. In many cases the 
bale was covered only on two sides, and the 
fabric used was of such open texture that the 
fire got at the cotton through the meshes, In 
fact the covers provided little protection against 
fire. When it reached the shipping point and 
Was compressed the cotton was somewhat bet- 
= protected, but still not as well as it should 

e. 

The cotton men acknowledged that all this 
was very true, and rather surprised the board 
when they gave a ready assent to its proposition 
that the trade should adopt a standard method 
of baling. The board was not ready with any 
practical suggestions, but stated that it would 
do so and inform the committee in time for it to 
report to the next meeting of the Cotton Ex- 
change, which will be held March 4. The cotton 
men agreed to recommend to their Exchange 
that all cotton which is not baled in accordance 
with the system to be suggested by the Board of 
Fire and Marine Underwriters shali be consid- 
ered unmerchantable and not a good delivery, 
provided that the system recommended meets 
their approval.
